I beg to refer to Departmental f 
in connection with Mr. Agent Coleman's syggestion to provide 
a water supply for the Inkameep Indian Day School at Osoyoos 
Ie Re Now 1, in the Okanagan Agency, at a cost of $385.00. 


In this connection, I beg to say that Mr. Coleman 
advises that an Indian of the Reserve has successfully dug 
a well, and he thinks that as there is an improvised borer 
in the Reserve, it may provide a successful experiment to 
bore near the School at a cost of approximately fiftean dollars 
($15.00) and that if water should be found available for a well 
the latter could be dug, and ougpeies with curb and pump at an 
additional cost of about $150.00, inclusive of labor, and the 
original proposal could ther be abandoned. 


I have advised Agent Coleman that I will support 
his suggestion and would recommend that he be authorized to 
have the boring done, and should this be successful, to place 
an item in his new Estimates for the sum of $150.00 as it is 
doubtful if funds will be available from General Yote and 
domestic systems cannot, it is held at the Department, be 
used for domestic water supply but only for irrigation. If, 
therefore, the Department can approve the present spending of 

$15.00 for experimental boring, I would ask that authority 
be granted the Agent to have the work done.

pated that either project will require supervision other 

than oon be given from this office as the pipe line system 
would be merely excavating and laying a pipe on grade below 
the frost line with a simple concrete box intake and screen. 

A well would of course be even more simple in regard to con- 
struction.

Replying to your letter of the 2nd ultimo advising 
that only $600.00 is available for repairs and improvements 
to the three Indian Day Schools in this Agency, out of the 
$1,285.00 requested, and asking my recommendations regarding 
the expenditure of this amount, I would advise that I consider 
the preservation of these buildings to be of first importance and 
would therefore recommend that the Okanagan Day School be 
repainted on the exterior and the Penticton Day School be painted 
both on the exterlor and interior and that 1f funds permit that 
the interior of the Osoyoos Day School be attended to as it is 
very dingy, My estimates called for $300.00 for the Okanagan 
and Penticton Schools but this was based on quotations from the 
Tremco Manufacturing Co, and if it is necessary to secure the 
material from local hardware merchants at retail prices, the 
cost of material would probably be considerably higher than 
anticipated, Paint (Tremco) for the Okanagan, Day School would cost 
‘ plus freight-€probably about $120.00} (New ridgeboarda 
for roof about $5.00 or a total of 125.00, and I anticipate I can 
arrange for labour for the balance, 


Penticton School estimates by the Tremco Co, an 
$122.10 for material, plus freight-fprobably about $150,00S(ana 
about $10.90 for roof and ridgeboar repairs.) 

Possibly I can keep the labour costs within the balance 
of $140.00, If I can effect savings in labour costs I would 
require authority to purchase the small amount of paint necessary 
to redecorate the interior of the Osoyoos School which could 
possibly be done for $25.00, 


Keeping the costa($150.00 for the two achoole) below 
my estimates (and redoeorating the tntertor of the Osoyoos gchool 
in addition) will necessitate extremely economical procedure but 

as I personally own a power paint sprayer I believe it can be done 
and a superior Job secured than under ordinary conditions and in 
this way be able to exercise full control of the Quality of 
material used in the work, which is practically impossible in the 
ordinery way.

I understand that the Widdowsons intend to return 
after the vacation 1f he does not receive the appointment at 
some college in the East which he appears to be hoping for, If 
he does return with his femily, I do not see how the family of 
himself, wife and child could live in the accommodation as it 1s 
at oresent, without bringing forth more severe criticism from 
the element in the district that is so active in this regard, and

INKAMBEP SCHOOL 

This school has been improved by the re-flooring of the 
class room and the addition of a large bedroom, also necessary 
furniture. Also the water is now piped to the school door from 
the spring 1000 feet away. The school reopened on October lst. 
However, it was closed from Ootober 16th to 26th inolusive 
owing to the teacher, Mr. Widdowson, having to go to 
Vanoouver where his son was 411. Many of the Indians of this 
reserve are still away and the attendance is poor, being an 
average of about seven pupils. 

The teacher, in my opinion, is hardly suitable for 
teaching young Indian children, although no doubt very 
capable in hiw own line.

There are no day schools on any of the re= 


serves in this Agency and it would be next to im=- 


possible to provide day schools which would be of 


any service, 

The Penticton Indians have one large reserve 
about 20 miles Yong by nearly 10 broad at the foot 6f 
Okanagan Lake,and two smaller reserves,one on the 
opposite side of the lake and the other some distance 
higher up. So you see that one day school would be 
of no general service to the Indians of this Band. 
There are only about 33 children of school age as 
shown by the last census, 

Mr Agent Irwin in his last report says 


that these Indians,who are all Roman Catholics ,are

ially compared with separate buildings. 

The approximate cost would be 
“4300 at present prices with a possible reduction in 
the spring and construction could be carried on in 
winter as provision is made for either brick or 
conerete block pillars as foundation. 

The architects whose names 
appear on this eketch plan have had much experience in 
school and public buildings and are at present envaged 
on a large school and also the Bank of Montreal building 
at Penticton and understand local needs and conditions, 
and they inform me that schools of this type appear to 
meet the requirements at moderate cost,of emall communi-, 
ties. 


On account of the proximity to 
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town of the Indian village on the Penticton Reserve (about 
two miles) it is possible that a school without teachers 
accommodation would be more satisfactory and of course 


could be built for much less than the above figure.

MEMORANDUM: 


ARCHITECT. 


Regarding the erection of day school buildings on 
the Okanagan #1 and Penticton Reserves: It will be necessary 
to provide accommodation at Okanagan for 50 desks and also 
living quarters for a teacher. At Penticton, seating accommo- 
dation for 40 pupils will be sufficient and it will not be 
necessary to provide accommodation for a teacher. 


I may say that the estimates for the current fiscal 
year provide the sum of $6,000 for a school on the Okanagan #1 
Reserve, while the same amount for Penticton was disallowed, 
Day schools are urgently required on each of these Reserves, 
as there are no educational facilities provided for the children. 
I would suggest, if sufficient funds can be supplied, and the 
Deputy Minidter approves, that plans be prepared for both these 
schools, and tenders called for their erection at the same time. 


Sites have not yet been selected, The school on 
the Okanagan Reserve is to be locatei at or near Six Mile Creek, 
and the school on the Penticton Reserve near the present Church 
and Council House, If it is intended to proceed with the 
erection of these two schools, the Agent should be requested 
to select a suitable site for each, containing about one acre 
of ground, which should be level, dry and easily drained, and 
should,be central to meet the requirements of a the children

RE SCHOOLS - OKANAGAN AGENCY. 


I beg to report that Mr. Inspector Megraw 
has advised me that only one school hes been authorized 
for this Agency and will be commenced this summer, Vize 
on Okanagan Indian Reserve No. 1, and that the proposed 
Penticton School has been disallowed. this matter was 
the subjeft of several reports which I made last year 
=\/ and the decision is a disappointment. Several Penticton 
| Indiane who formerly opposed Schools in every way have 
1 now changed treir attitude completely and were looking for- 
if ward to seeing their children educated. Two of them told 
/ me on my recent visit that if the school wae not commenced 
goon, they were going to send their children to Omak, Wash.» 
Indian School. Most of the educated Indians in the 
Southern part of this Agency attended United States Schools 
wrich is an unfortunate necessity as they return with 
a wrong perapective of Canadian affairs. The Penticton 
Public School, like most achoola here, is overcrowded 
(although a new one is being built) eo they cannot make 
room for Indian children. 


There has been an objection to allowing the 
Penticton Reserve Council House to be used for educational 
purposes, but under the present unfortunate circumstances, 
I will approach the people again with a view to obtaining 
the Band'a consent to this building being used for a school 
until one can be built. 


I have tried to reduce expenditure in this Agency 
to the lowest amount hoping this would assist in having 
schools built, as I consider education is the greatest need 
of the Indians here. As a rule they are able to make a 
good living in spite of their lack of education, but this 
handicap should be removed from the next generation as 
competition will be keener when the country around the 
Reserves fills up with white settlers. 


Although I do not wish to become importunate in 
this matter, ite necessity in the interest of the Indians 
of thie Agency is so obvious that it would be a neglect 
of duty if I did not make every effort to assist them and 
I respectfully request that education in this Agency is 
given every possible assistance in future estimates. While 
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Duncan &, 


it is true that some Indian children attend Public 
Schools, this is most precarious as these schools are apt 
to close whenever the "white" attendance falle below a 
certain number as is expected at Westbank, or at Larkin 
where the school is closed on account of a Consolidation 
School being opened at Armstrong which will not admit 
Indian children. I only mention these as an example of 
the difficulties I am experienceing in having some of 

the children educated. At both these schools, which may 
not re-open after the summer vacation, there are nineteen 
children altogether who will have to leave school just 

as they have got well started in their studies and this, 
taken in conjunction with the latest information from 

Mr. Inspector Megraw, ie most disappointing.

1 beg to acknowledge receipt of letters of 
the 19th and 26th ult. with reference to erection of 
schools on Okanagan and Penticton Reserves and note 
that neither of these schools can be build this season. 
This is a disappointment to many of the indians who 
expected to be able to send their children to school 
after summer vacation. The only facilities in the 
Okanagan are the ,arkin Public Schools and these 
schools have now been closed and will not re-open. 

At Penticton there are six children who will be sent 
to Omak, Wash. Indian School next month and I consider 
it unfortunate that they should be sent acrose the 
International Line for education. I find that several 
who have received their education in the United States 
have become a detriment to the Reserve upon their 
return to this Side. I hope, therefore, before any 
other children are sent away that arrangements can be 
made for their education on this side of the Line. I 
have tried to find vacancies for them at Kamloops and 
other Indian Schools, but have not been successful. I 
may add that your letter of November lOth last indicated 
that a day school would undoubtedly be built at Skanagan 
and the Indians w ere so advised whenever they made 
inquiries. yt may be possible at Penticton to find 
accommodation temporarily for twenty-five or thirty 
pupils in the Council-house, but unfortunately the 
majority dislike the idea of using the Council-house 
for school purposes. 


Will you please inform me whether the Depart- 
ment would consent to employ teachers if temporary 
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accommodation for a school can be found.

In reply, I beg to say that if you can arrange for a 
suitable building for sohool purposes in either the council 
house or elsewhere, «he Department will provide a grant for the 
payment of a teacher's salary. Ao the ereotion of u day school 
building for both the Okanagan ani Penticton Reserves may be 
proceeded with next year, it is not intended thet any undue 
expeniiture will be authorized in fitting up a temporary builde 
ing at the present time for the Indian children of the last named 
Reserve, We will, however, provide the children with school 
material and a blackboard, also deske, if the latter are absolutely 
necessary. If deske are required, you should state the ages of 
the children for whom they are required, These desks could 
later be used when the new school building ie ereoted.

When visiting the Reserve last week, the 
Chief seemed very down-hearted on account of this man's 
continual agitation against him because he suprorted 
having the school on the Reserve, and the timely letter 
sent to Timoyakin will have a very beneficial effect. 


As he does not belong to the Penticton Reserve 
at all, but is a member of the Similkameen, this may be 
an opportune time to move him back to where he belongs. 


I can not find out who told the Indians through- 
out this Agency that if a school is built on the Reserve, 
part of the Reserve will be sold to pay for it. I am 
continually hearine the same thing from one end of the 
Agency to the other. A few years ago, when Manuel Loute 
of the Osoyoos Reserve returned trom a visit to Ottawa, 
he told the Osoyoos Band much the same thing and your 
letter in the matter reoudiating every atatement he had 
made had a good effect at that time, and I have heard 
nothing further since from him. 


The same agitation is going on on Okanagan 
Indian Reserve No. 1 where a school vas built a year 
ago, and Mr. A.D. Macintyre, solicitor, of Kamloops, 
wrote you on their behalf? some time ago.

The returns for the Okanagan 
and Penticton Schools are very unsatisfactory as re- 
gards attendance. At Penticton this is deliberate as 
the Indians are refusing to attend as a protest against 

he survey of the cut-off which was made this Summer 
land they are awaiting the return of their Chief from 
Ottawa before sending their children to school. This 
attitude is not favoured by a number of the parents 
who, however, have been intimidated by the majority 

to conform with the actions of the malcontents. They 
have promised full support of the school on the Chief's 
return and I hope to have a more favourable report next 
time. 


At the Okanagan School the cause of the poor 
| attendance since the school reopened in September is on 
} account of the Indians being absent in the orchards 
pickir poles at which work the children are almost 
ble as their parents and some of the families 
y good wages. It would be advisable at the 
School to make the holidays somewhat later 
it present if this could be arranged, and I will — 
up this matter further. 


At the small school in Osoyoos the attendance 
is good. On this Reserve the Chief, who is quite pro- 
‘ressive and industrious, gives every assistance pos- 
sible to make his school ea success, whereas at Penticton 
the Chief is opposed to education, which seems to show 
hie unfitness for the rank he holds. ‘he Indians admit 
that the children who have attended these schools have 
done remarkably well in the short time they have been  ,- 
in operation and I do not think these temporary dif- 

| ficulties will have any material effect upon the schools,

Dear Colonel Starnes: 


Two and three years ago, the Vepartment had a 
little trouble with the Indiane on the reserve at Penticton, 
B. Ce, concerning the attendance of Indian children at 
school. If you will refer to your files 25 D 62 J and 
25 D497 J, you will find that your Penticton detachment 
gave us much assistance at that time. Mr. Indian Agent 
Bali, of Vernon, in whom I have considerable confidence, 
informe me that a seeond crisis in the affairs of the day 
School on the reserve has arrived. it is his belief that 
we will cither have to close the eachool or enforce attend- 
ance. I need not point out that, if the sohool be closed, 
it will have a very harmful effect on the Okanagan Indian 
groups. 


Would it be possible to detail a constable of 
your Yentioton detachment for special duty under our Mr. 
Ball for a few weexe? I believe that such action would 
have @ very salutary result and might reduoe our 
a@iffioulty with these Indians to a mininum.

Five Convicted at Penticton; 
Refused to Send Children 
to School 


Penticton, B.C,, March 17.—Arising 
out of the refusal of Indians on the 
reservation to send their children to 
school, and following a free fight 
when officers of the Royal Canadian 
Police attempted to serve them with 
warrants for arrest, charges of inter- 
fering with the police in the dis- 
charge of theit duty were laid against 
Francois Timoyakin, George Lessard, 
Cosmus Sam, Julla Manuel and 
‘Willie Ignace. Theye were convicted 
and fined $10 apiece. 

The evidenec of Inspector R. L. 
Cadiz of the Mounted Police and of 
Constables Carnock and Woodcock 
was to the effect that when the con- 
stables tried to arrest Timoyakin, the 
Indians gathered in a threatening 
manner and they were unable to carry 
out their duties. 

Returning in_ the afternoon, ac- 
companied by Corporal O'Retlly and 
the Indian Agent, Woodcock and 
Carnack attempted to arrest Timoya- 
kin, when they were attacked by 
from twenty-five to thirty men and 
women. A free fight took place in 
the council hall and the officers 
had to battle their way to the door 
with their prisoners. Cut heads and 
faces were in evidence in the court- 
house here as evidence of the severity 
of the melee, The officers’ uniforms | 
were badly damaged.

Mr. Ball pointed out in his letter that, with a 
single exeeption, the Indians who oppose the sehool do not 
work their lané, live under poor conditions ané are ueuelly 
dirty and unkempt in their homes ané persons. Mr. Ball 
eoneludes as follows: "We appear to have arrived at a point 
where @ decision will have to be mate between closing the 
gehool or enforeing attendenes. If the eehool is elosed. it 
will be a retrograde step whieh will take many years to 
overcome and way have far ecnsequences, not enly in 
this ageney but even farther afield. ...-. + « 12 the 
eehool is to be kept open, provision must be made to enforce 
attendance ané protect those whe are supporting it. This 
will necessitate the employment of « truant officer, who 
Goubtless will be strongly epposed in the execution of his 
duty. I wae warned leng ago not to attempt edueation in 
this egeney, one of the Indians going so far as to threaten 
my life; but, unless a beginning is made, I do not see how 
there can be any hope of making decent citisens of the 
Okanagan Indians." 


I arranged with Commissioner Starnes, of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, for & member of the Penticton 
detachment to be detailed for special duty as truant officer 
for the Indian reserve. There were three steps leading up 
to the Giffioulty of the 16th ultimo. On March 9th, seven 
Indians were sorved notice by Constable F. Woodcook to send 
their children to echool by the 14th of tho month. One 
Indien - Harry Pete - complied. On the 4th, information 
was laid before Magistrate Pope and summons were issued for 
the other six. Five of these were served the same day. The 
eixth Indian - 014 Philip - was away from the reserve. Theee 
eumons required the Indians in question to appear at the 
Pentieton Court at 10 A. Me. On the morros. Doeminiek Jack, 
only, appeared in court and the charge was withdrawn as his 
ohilé was unwell. ‘The other four - Joe Paul, Franeois 
fimoyakin, George Leseard ané ure. Manuel Basil - Gisobeyed 
the ewmone, at 18.30, noon, of the 16th, Constables 
Woo@ecek and Carnac proeseded to the Penticton Indian 
reserve for the purpese of making the arrests. Of course, 
they had seeured warrants. 


These twe officers of the R. ©. M. P. found the 
four Indians in question in a group of some thirty at the 
home of Timoyakin. ‘They refused to come along, and, when the 
Constables attempted to arrest them, they were prevented by 
the Indians. In this connection, I should like to quote from 
the report of Mr. Inspector Cadis, of the R. C. M. Fe: "So 
threatening was the attitude of the Indians,- of which some 
thirty or more were assembled te prevent arrest - that the 
Constables in question, deciding the matter too serious to 
preceed with without further instructions, reported to me."

vielenee to the Inspector or me. The Indians were placed in 
dail and I asked the Medieal Officer to ascompany me when he 
examined them, but their injuries were only slight. By this 
time they all seemed in good huncur." 


Thie story is somewhat different to that related 
to Mr. Buekland. The Indians, and not the Police, were the 
aggressors in the free-for-all. Mr. Ball has on many 
cecasions with great patience explained to the Indians the 
reason for the sehool law. Mr. Buekland writes: "It is 
generally stated that, had these Indians been served with 
Gourt proeess in the usual way, they would undoubtedly have 
appeared in Court to anewer sueh charges as might be 
preferred against them." In reply to this, I wish to point 
out that the four Indians whom the relice set out to arrest 
on the afternoon of the 165th of Mareh had been served with 
notice to send their children to sehool on the 9th of the 
month, they haé failed to comply by the 14th and swmons 
were then served. These four failed to appear in Court on 
the morning of the 15th and the warrants were then issued. 
At noon of the 15th, they had a further o ty to 
proceed to Court quietly, when the two policemen presented 
themselves on the reserve. I am inelined to believe that 
these Indians were treated with patience ané I have already 
congratulated the Commissioner of the k. ©. M. ?. on the 
restraint shown by the mombers of the Penticton detachment. 


Referring to Mr. Buekland's remarks concerning Mr. 

Ball, may I state that on the 17th of March he went out to 
the reserve and had the assurance of all the law-abiding 
Indians that they were glad something had been done as they 
were being threatened continually for supporting the eehool. 

Z, quoting from his repert:" Many of them eame to 
Pentieton during the evening to express their satisfaction 
ané at one house, where the father, Harry rete, had been 
afraid to send his children to school, the wife and daughters 
begged mo with tears in their syes to make Harry Pete send 
them back to school as they wanted to go. I have done this 
and these children are baek again. ...... + + The past 
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three days have been & rether trying experience, but I hoye 
everything will now settle down yeacably. ‘The school attend- 
ance 19 improved already and ite strongest supporters are 
the pupile themcelves, past ané present."

In My. Bucklené's letter, there is mention of an 
alienation of lané from the reserve for eehool] purposes. 
writes of two miles square, whieh easprises the Indian settie- 
ment on the reserve. May I state that the lané on whieh the 
school ie situate is still Inéian reserve ané at the outside 
only one sere is used for sehool purposes. 


Baptiste Cheehuhaskit's report on the affair 
Gisagrees sco materially with the official reyorte of the 
Police and the Indien Agent, that I do not see any merit in 
replying to it. 


I om very hepefel that this whole affair, while 
moet unfortunate ani regrettable, will have a very salutary 
effeet on the maleontents of the reserve. The Department 
must hold the ground that it has gained against 
re-actionary element, or the progress of the (Okanagan Indian 
groupe will regeive a serious setback. The patienes of Mr. 
Ball, the restraint of the Police ané the decisions of the 
Magistrate all go to show that our attitude has been one 
of forbearance.

MEMORANDUM 


INDIANS FINED FOR 
OBSTRUCTING POLICE 


Penticton Case Arose Out of | 
Recent Fiasco With Offi- | 
cers in Council Chamber. 


PENTICTON, Aprfi 11.—Arising out 
of! the fracas ‘on the Indian reserve 
here {n March, Cho-Cho-etsket and 
Dominic Buckley were arrested and 
charged before Magistrate T. A. Pope 
with obstructing the police in the dis- 
charge of their duty. Cho-Cho-etsket 
ha ed the Indlans when the 
Moun Police attempted to arrest 
five of their number for refusing to 
send their children to the school re- 
cently built by the government on 
their reservation. Dominic Buckley 
held the door of an automobile when 
Constables Woodcock and Carnac tried 
to get the men into the car. As @ re- 
sult the men they hed seized at that 
time were not taken Into custody until 
later In the , and only after a 
severe fight between the Indians and 
the police, in which each received 
injury. About thirty natives attacked 
the Mounted Police, five of whom had 
to fight thelr way with their prisoners 
from the council chamber where the 
Indians were holding « meeting. 

In imposing @ fine of $100 and costs 
on each of the men, Magistrate Pope 
said that there had been an evil in- 
fluence growing among the Indians for 
some time past, and he believed the 
prisoners were the ringleaders In an 
attempt to defy the law. In lieu of 
payment of the fine the Indians wiil 
be committed to prison for six months. 

The school impasse still exists on 
the reserve, the Indians refusing to 
send their children to the govérnment 
school, their reaso’ bi that the 

overnment intended to take more of 
their land to pay for its erection.

Vy have the honour to refer to your letter of the 
6th ultimo enclosing notice to parents etc. and beg to draw 
your attention to a legal technicality which has been taken 
advantage of by Mr. Woodward, a lawyer in Penticton, in 
cases handled by the truant officer against Indians for 
jon-attendance. 


In Section 10 (1) of the "Indian Act" as well 
as in the notice it states that every Indian child shall 
attend such school "as may be designated by the Superintendent 
General" etc. In moet other sections of the Act it adds 
"or his authorized agent" or words to that effect, but Mr. 
Woodward has insisted that no one but the Superintendent 
General or Deputy Superintendent General has any power under 
this section to tell the Indians to send their children to 
any school. 


In other words, he claims that the notices when 
signed by any other person than the Superintendent General 
or Deputy Superintendent General of Indian Affairs are not 
legal and the magistrate at Penticton has called my attention 
to it with a request for a definite ruling on this point. 
Mr. Woodward says he must take advantage of any technicality 
in the interest of his clients, although he is quite in 
sympathy with efforts to send the children to school. 


The attendance at Penticton has improved and some 
Indians have sent their children to other schools so as to 
avoid further trouble and I have not interfered with this 
arrangement as presumably the object is to have the children 
educated rather than have them attend any particular school. 
The last two families to give in had rather a rude awakening 
when the Penticton Municipal police arrested two boys for 
stealing from clothing left in the recreation park by athletes. 
They were caught with the stolen goods in possession and 
committed by the City Magistrate to the Industrial School. 
It was rather embarras sing to Francois Timoyakin as one of 
the boys was his grandson. The Indiane are all beginning to 
admit that the children are better off in school, and while 
the recent trouble was unfortunate and unavoidable it is 
bearing good fruit already. Some of them have admitted to me 
that they were afraid to send their children before because 
of intimidation and are glad the matter was taken out of their 
hands, Only those who understand the psychology of the 
Okanagan Indian can realise the patience and diplomacy 
necessary in dealing with them for their own good and the 
local public generally is very much in sympathy with the 
policy of education for Indians

These were all inspected and progress appeared 
to be maintained. For the first time for a good many months 
the attendance at Penticton Day School was improved, ten 
pupils being present on November 27th. The teacher at this 
point Miss MacLennan, was thrown from a horse in September 
while riding on the reserve for recreation on a Saturday and 
had to take hospital treatuent for a few days. Latterly, I 
Have received several requests that the department pay her 
hospital account, but I do not feel that the department has 
any responsibility in this connection, the Okanagan Indian 
Day school held a sale of their work in Vernon during the 
week ending November 2lst, but the results were not very 
encouraging, probably due to a combination of hard times, 

rather high prices, set on the work, and lack of finish to the 
articles. However, they are selling a fair amount of their 
handicrafts privately and ordinary school work is well 
maintained. The children of this school are making over old 
naval uniforms supplied by the Commissioner into school 


uniforms with success and thereby providing themselves with

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EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF MR. SCHOOL INSPECTOR BARRY 
ON HIS INSPECTION OF THE PENTICTON INDIAN DAY SCHOOL 
DATED DECEMBER 3, 1932. 


Original on 164-10-1. 


The teacher (iiss Catherine MacLennan) is, she 
states, suffering from neuritis. She is in my opinion 
suffering from some form of nerve trouble. I doubt that 
she is well enough at present to be teaching school. 
This teacher, I understand, was thrown off a horse some 
little time ago, and was out of school for two weeks 
during October. As far as I can learn from the teacher 
and Indian Agent, this accident took place on a Saturday, 
out of school hours, on the Indian Reserve. Pressure 
is I understand being brought to bear on the Indian 
Agent to recommend the payment of the teacher's hospital 
expenses, etc. I should recommend that the Department 
refuse to consider the payment of any such expense. 

In my opinion this teacher had no business to be riding 
an Indian pony on the Reserve. 


I do not consider that the children are making 
much progress. They sre very backward. The teacher has 
an excuse for each snd every criticism that I have made. 
It is just a waste of my time to make eny further 
sugrestions to this teacher. 


x x x x 


Special Report on Schoolroom. The schoolroom was 
untidy on the occasion of my visit. xxxxX I am 
thoroughly dissatisfied with conditions at this school. 
xxxx There is no course open to me but to ask the 
Department to terminate the services of the teacher. 


It is important that when a new teacher is appointed 
to this school local recommendations be ignored. There 
are properly aualified snd highly recommended Catholic 
teachers now available for appointment. These teachers 
besides being recommended by the Catholic esuthorities here 
are also recommended by the Provincial Department of 
Education. Rather than accept the recommendation of any 
local authority, I would recommend that the school be 
closed for at least a year. I am, however, of the opinion 
that an outside teacher will be able to increase the 
attendance, and place the school in working order again.

Comer Clergyman to my sohool ~- and I tcok for granted Father 
fr Cullinan knew hie privileges. 
At the close of his offioial inapection Mr Barry 

remarked thet thie school wre backward. I grant thet some 

of the pupils are not up to date in their work, and I shall 
endeavour right here to acquaint you with the reasons why 
they ere not. The big drawback ie poor attendence, and 
poor attendance har been due to two great reasons. One is 
that our unofficial Indian Chief has always been opposed to 
education and always will be - and it naturally follows that 
no assistance, co-operation or encouragement oan be had from 
hin, The other reasons are starvation and want of clothing. 
In thie first inetanoe I made requisition to your Department 
for hot lunches at sohocl, knowing too well how this wujd 
encourage attendance, but to date thie requisition has not 
been honoured. In Bhe second instance I ber to state that 
in the past three years, were it not for the faot that I took 
the responsibility of dothing the pupile, there would have 
been no attendance at this school. The logal officers of 
the R&OjN.P. have always been very kind in lending valuate 
aveistance in the matter of taking the olothing from tow@ and 
in the help of distribution of seme to the different hori 
Corp. Fenton R.C.M.Pr, who by the way habpens to be no 
atationed at Ottawa, will, I am sure 
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testify to the amount of social service work whioh I have 
rendered to my pupils. Too many times have I heen obliged 
to buy food and dlothing for pupile in order to encourage 
attendance, when I knew too well how poor attendance is 
the big hindrance to progress at achool. 

I feel positive that if Inspector Barry knew more of 
conditions existing among Indiana he would not be quite so 
rash in putting the entire blame on the teacher. 

Concerning my ability as a teacher and disoiplinarian, 
I oan only refer you to the various reporte of Inspectors 
made on my work and accomplishments in the Public Sohoole of 
Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan, You likely have a record of 
my diplomas and certificates on file, and if they were not 
of the highest type you surely would not have invited me to 
come all the way from Nova Scotia to accept thie position. 

In conclusion I ask that consideration be given me 

at leaet for recognition in what little I have done and that 
my services be retained.

Sir: 


I have a copy of a letter sent by Miss O.M. 
MacLennan, teacher of Penticton Indian Day School, who 
is under notice by the Department. 


While the statements contained therein are 
generally of a very wild nature, it appears that a 
comment on some of them would possibly be of assistance. 


Her statement that Inspector Barry claimed that 

the Missionary had no right in the school is,in my opinion, 
absolutely incorrect and entirely contrary to the general 
expression of his Opinion on the subject, both on this 
gl tour of inspection and previous inspection, when 

e impressedon all our teachers, in my presence the necess- 
ity,for a reasonable amount of religious instruction, and 

it is extremely unlikely that he would advise Miss MacLennan 
directly contrary to the other schools and myself. 


The complaint regarding the unofficial Chief, 
Michele Jack, is correct to some extent, but while this man 
is not favourable to education, he held the same position 
as official Chief during the period when Miss Coughlan was 
in charge of this shoot, and at that time the attendance 
and progress was excellent. A teacher fitted for this 
class of work will fill the school despite opposition from 
any particular section of the Band and this is evidenced 
by the school on Okanagan Indian Reserve No.l under the 
charge of Mr.Walsh, and where the opposition has been even 
greater. The strongest opponents to the school are now 
sending their children there. 


Regarding starvation and want of clothing, con- 
ditions on Penticton Reserve are somewhat better than on 
the Reserves notth of that point. Miss MacLennan has en- 
deavoured from time to time to act as a beneiactor to the 
Indians - at the expense of the Department, by requesting 
relief for those attending school, this,in my opinion, being 
an attempt to bribe them to put in an appearance. I found 
soon after taking over that she had a woman. Mary McDougall, 
of 34, attending school as a pupil, and that she was bringing 
considerable pressure to bear, and through one of the R.O.M.P. 
to place this woman on relief to enable herto attend school. 
This I refused to do for the reason that in my opinion she 
was not a proper ward of the Department having married one 
Narcisse Brooks of Omak, Washington, U.S.A. in 1918, desert- 
ing him shortly after; neither of the woman's parents 
were Indians within the meaning of the Act, her mother 
being the notorious Rose Sandford, now married to an Indian 
of Okanegan Indian Reserve No.l. As thisMary McDougall 
was continually having illegitimate children, I did not con- 
sider her a fit person to have in the school. Another 
similar case was that of a Mrs.Marcellus and her illegitimate 
children.

Regarding the hot lunches, I would state that all 
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the children attending lived within a few minutes walk of the 
school and I did not consider them necessary, as the children 
can and do go to their own homes for lunch, which is entirely 

different to conditions on Okanagan Indian Reserve No.1 and

Whatever blame Inspector Barry put on the teacher was 
to my mind fully justified. He was obviously dissatisfied after 
his visit in the spring of 1931, but reserved judgment until his 
next visit. I have found him absolutely fair and impartial on 
his inspections, although naturally he expects results. Some of 
his innovations have been new to the teachers, and one teacher 
in this Agency advised me that while he could not see that they 
would be successful with Indians, he would give them a trial. At 
a later date, he admitted that the Inspector was perfectly correct 
and that he was astonished at the results attained by following 
out these suggestions, although he admittedly had no personal 
confidence in them at the outset. This particular school is 
now operating entirely in line with the Inspector's suggestions 
and is very successful. I have had personal experience 4s

411 the children on the local Indian Reserve do not 
attend school, either here or elsewhere. It might be well 
now that the statue of the Indians in the Okanagan has been 
determined to insist that all‘ children attend school unless 
there is a definite reason why they should not do so. This 
matter was mentioned in my last report on this school, and it 
will be remembered that I there suggested that the Department 
request the Indian Agent to report on all children living on 
the Penticton Indian Reserve who did not attend one or other 
of the Indian schools. I do not know if the Department has 
now received such information, or if it has issued any in- 
structions with regard to such children. Theee children 
belonging to the George family mentioned in my last report 
are now attending school at the Kamloops Indian Residential 
School, It would be a pity to close this school, and I am 
quite certain that with some effort it would be possible to 
increase the attendance, which is now very small. The 
average attendance for the past year has been as follows:

The above nomination would have been forwarded 
to the Department some time ago had it not been that 
Miss Catherine McDonald was at first rather unwilling to 
accept His Excellency's nomination and wished for a transfer 
to a school near Vancouver or Victoria. These matters have 
now been adjusted and Miss McDonald is anxious to go to 
Penticton on transfer from the Okanagan Indian Day School 
near Vernon, 


I have interviewed Mr. T.N.Curteis and find that 
he was trained in the Victoria Normal School and now holds 
a Permanent First Class Certificate in British Columbia. 

He is a Catholic and 21 years of age. For the past three 

years he has been in charge of Grades 1 to 4 inclusive at 

the North Cedar Provincial Day School. In 1936 he attended 

the Provincial Summer School in Victoria and qualified in 
Reading, Geography, and Modern Methods, while at the 1937 

Summer 8chool he received certificates in Psychology, Literature, 
and Science, He is a well set up young man interested in 

school games and with some experience in Manual Training 

which would be of use in the Okanagan Indian Day School. 


The Indian Agent, Mr. Coleman, is anxious that a 
married man be appointed to the Okanagan Day School, and I 
have no hesitation on behalf of the Indian Commissioner in 
recommending that the Archbishop's nominations be accepted 
and Miss C. McDonald be moved to Penticton and Mr. Curteis 
be appointed to the Okanagan School.

These have been making their usual progress. 
Miss Weydert of the Penticton Sehool is marrying a young 
Catholic school teacher, who has very excellent reports 
from his inspectors. Miss Weydert has proven unusually 
successful with this school and as herhusband made 
application to join our teaching staff after his marriage 
in July, I thought that it would be an excellent idea to 
have this young couple take over the Okanagan Indian Day 
school, which has always been a problem, there being a 
number of adult girls attending and the attendance has 
fallen off rather badly in recent years. It has an 
enrolment of 35 pupils with the last average attendance 
being only 24.68. It was considered that this young 
couple working together on the problem could promote the 
interest of the children and that a young married woman 
could handle the elder girls by securing their confidence 
and bringing them to 4 better understanding of their 
responsibilities, as well as handle the domestic science 
end of the teaching, the young man being quite capable of 
taking the boys with elements of agriculture and manual 
arts. Hewever, to my surprise the present incumbents 
two aged ladies, are not taking favourably to a transfer 
to Penticton where I felt they would be much more 
comfortable living in the town and free from the 
inconveniences of living on a reserve where they are 
liable in ordinary winters to be snow bound for weeks at 
a time, besides the undoubted advantage of taking over 4 
school that has been brought up to an excellent standard, 
by Miss Weydert. Personally I would prefer to see 
competent male teachers in all of the three day schools in 
this agency in order to give effective training to the 
boys on agricultural subjects as well as the orthodox 
eurriculum and have part of the available time allotted 
to training these youngsters in what will eventually 
be their life work.

I have discussed this matter with Inspector Barry 
who informs me that, when Miss Weydert was first appointed 
as teacher of the above School, there was considerable 
opposition on the part of the parents and prominent Indians 
to the education of their children. Great care had to be 
exercised by the Indian Agent and Miss Weydert, whose 
efforts to gain the confidence of the Indians at length 
met with success and it became possible to obtain almost 
perfect attendance without resort to any sort of coercion.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 14th ultimo with reference to Mr.Inspector Barry's 
report regarding attendance at Penticton Indian Day School, 
and to advise that there are approximately 15 Indian 
children living within one mile of this school, and not 
attending same. 


The Penticton Band petitioned the Department on 
December 2lst 1921, the petition being signed by 16 members 
of the Band, and the school was built in 1923, but after it 
was opened a number of the petitioners commenced to oppose 
it, and finally, in 1925, my predecessor in office, Mr.Ball, 
attempted to enforce attendance and eventually issued sum- 
monses under the "Indian Act" to several parents, which were 
ignored. Bench warrants were issued, and when the R.C.M.P. 
attempted to put them into effect, some eighty-odd Indians 
Opposed them by force, and the officers were considerably 
mauled, one Indian woman securing the gun of one of the 
officers, and probably would have used it, but for the prom. 
action of the R.C.M.P. Inspector. The arrests were made and 
convictions ensued, and there the matter rested, no increase 
in school attendance being efiected. 


In my opinion, the matter resolves itself into the 
fact that if we propose to enforce school attendance, there 
will be more or less & repetition of the previous trouble, 
but if the enforcement is once commenced, it should be follow- 
ed through to the limit; otherwise not opened up at all. So 
far I have taken the attitude with the Penticton Band of en- 
deavouring to sell them the idea of education, rather than 
legal enforcement, but I must admit that there has been no 
noticeable result. This attitude was taken largely for the 
reason that if an issue were made of the question, it 
placed those Indians who were sending their children to school 
in @ rather difficult position, until such time us general 
enforcement were efiected. 


It seems to be an Indian idea in this Agency to 
petition the Department for something, and when we attempt 
to carry out their wishes, to have @ large number of the 
original petitioners make an issue of the matter, and actively 
Oppose it. This has happened twice in my experience on 
Okanagan I.R.No.1 and Okanagan I.R.No.9. 


I am rather inclined to the opinion that if the 


attendance at this school is not considered commensurate with 
the expenditure, it might prove more effective to inform the 
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Band that unless they propose to give better support 

to the institution by the end of the present term, no further 
educational facilities will be provided, and close the 
school; and if it is re-opened in future, 4t would only 
remain open as long 468 the average attendance was maintained 
at a minimum of 25 pupils. It is problematical whether or 
not this would have the desired result, but in my opinion 

it is the most efiective manner in dealing with the type 

of Indian we have in this Agency, and at the same time 

put it up definitely to the more progressive element to exert 
a@ greater measure of pressure on the backward element. If, 
however, the Department feels that attendance should be 
enforced, I will inform the Indians of our intentions and 

the B.0.0. in charge of the R.O.M.P. at Penticton to enforce 
attendance two weeke aiter my notice to the Indians.

You will remember that on the nomination 
of His Excellency Archbishop Duke Miss C. McDonald was 
transferred from the Okanagan Indian Day School to the 
Penticton Indian Day School at a salary of $900.00 a year 
by authority of Departmental letter 164-10-1 of July 25th 1958. 


On the nomination of His Excellency 
Archbishop Duke the Department approved of the appointment 
of Mr. T.N.Curteis as teacher of the Okanagan Indian Day School 
at a salary of $1,000.00 a year. Miss Weydert who had been 
teacher at the Penticton Indian Day School at a salary of 
$1,00.00 a year resigned her position to marry Mr. Curteis. 
The authority for Mr. Curteis's appointment is contained in 
Departmental letter 164-5-1 of July 25th 1938. 


I would request that the matter of the salary 
of the teacher at the Penticton Indian Day School be taken 
into consideration by the Department as Miss C. McDonald will 
in any case have to arrange for her own transportation daily 
to the school a distance of about two miles from Penticton 
Post Office.

in addition to arrange for transportation from Penticton to 
and from the local Indian Day School. She will not be able to 
use a bicycle as Miss Weydert did, as she and her sister are 
around fifty years of age. 


Under these circumstances I would agree with the 
recommendations of Indian Agent Coleman and Inspector Barry 
and request that if possible the salary of the teacher at the 
Penticton Indian Day School be not reduced to $900.00 per year 
but retained at the former figure of $1,000.00 per year.

Dear Mr. Davey; 


I inaugurated night classes tm for adults three evenings 
a week from 6.30 to 9.00 for approximately ten weekss Te original 
plan was to teach reading and writing to a few of the older people 
who were without those skills but so many others: ask if they might 
not attend that I found myself with an advanced class. Iwas pleased 
because it 1s such a good example to my own pupils, and to their 
parents many of whom are now pupils too. I decided their main 
need was everyday arithmetic and language, and because of the 
Clubwork I started, have also taught them how to conduct meetings 
properly and have been giving them a background of Canadian history. 
We have accomplished quite a bit of work. The Indians are quite 
handicapped by living so close to to wn. It seems as though they 
never thought it worthwhile to organize their own community as they 
could always drift in and loaf around in town. However, they were 
too busy to do that this winter for besides the night classes on 
Mondays, Thursdays, and Fridays I have a Women's Club forrhandicrafts 
on Wednesday evening, and my husband has organized a men's club to 
teach them carpentry. 


Although this has taken most of my time 2 am anxious to 
continue the work next year.. Could you supply me with the names of 
teachermgswo rking along this line,.or any books that you have found 
useful guides in this line of adult education? I would like to 
learn more about cooperative projects but the groundwork can only 
be built slowly as there are two or three quite wealthy old Indi ans 
who will not‘be bo thered about the others, I have quite a nice 
Group of younger ones who are anxious to learn more modern methods. 


Will you give me authority to requisition bothmm sets of 
readers for Grades III and IV? The group of beWinners that I started 
with last year read very well. We finished the 'These are our 
Neighbours’ shortly after Christmas and are reading the old Highroads 
Grades Iftand III. Ithave checked with the classes in town and 
feel that my advanced group are very good indeed, 


The school is*being wired for electricity and we are 
planning a 'Light Up' celebration on Marchi17.

Some members of Penticton Band have formed a club 
which they have named the “Arrow Club", and have applied 
for assistance to pay an instructor. Mr. Jack Hey es 
husband of the school teacher at Penticton, is a qualifiea 
carpenter and offers his services for this purpose. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Hayes has been instructing the Indians 
in this course for several weeks. 


The original plan of the Club was to learn 
carpentry so they would be able to construct better homes, 
furniture, et cetera. Their present plans inolude the 
construction of a community hall én the reserve and Mr. 
Hayes has promised to supervise this work in connection 
with the Club activities. 


The activities of this men's club is co-ordinated 
with the Homemaker's Club, organized by Mrs. Hayes, the 
teacher, and both clubs participate in an adult education 
programme which has been organized by Mrs. Hayes. Mr. 

Hayes’ services will consist of three hours instruction 
every Wednesday evening and he will use his ow tools for 
this purpose. He has signified that compensation of $20.00 
per month would be satisfactory to him, and if you feel that 
this expense is warranted and funds are available for such 
purposes, I would be pleased to have this expense authorized.

I beg to refer to your letter of November 
15, 1922, with reference to the construction of a day school 
on the Penticton Reserve, 


Since September iast the priest's house, 
which is the property of the Indians, has been used, 
but it is crowded with eighteen to twenty pupils and 
in hot weather will be decidedly uncomfortable, if not 
impossible. The opposition to education has lessened 
materially since the school was started and I tnink too 
much attention has been paid in the past to the otjections 
of ignorant members of the Band, both here and elsewhere, 
Anyone who sees the scholars and the other children to- 
gether must be struck with the great difference already 
shown between them and I hope to see every Indian child 
in the Agency being educated, not merely for their own 
good, but for the good influence these children already 
have in their homes which is shown by increased attention 
to personal cleanliness, neatness of their homes, and 
other ways. 


At the risk of being considered importunate, 
I respectfully request that the question of a school 
building on Penticton Reserve be given early attention. 


There is only one school building in this 
Agency, the one opened this year on the Okanagan Reserve, 
although three schools are operating. As far as Indian 
opposition is concerned, I have noticed that every move I 
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Ass't. Dep. and Secty......(2) 


have made to improve or advance their condition has 
always been Opposed by some of them, but if attention 

is paid to this party the Bands will remain in their 
present state indefinitely. Of course educating the 
children is only a means to an end, viz. the improvement 
in their standard of living generally.

The building which we have veen using is too 
gmall to accommodate all the children who wish to 
attend and has been badly over-crowded since it has 
been used. I hope that the construction of the new day 
school can be proceeded with so that it can be ready 
for occupancy when school re-opens after the summer 
vacation. Onty a small gchool is necessary and need 
not include a teacher's residence as it is within two 
miles of town and the present teacher has no difficulty 
in living in Penticton and teaching on the Reserve. Very 
good work has been accomplished and the children have 
made splendid progress under adverse conditions, but for 
health reasons they should not ve kept in the small room 
at present in use longer than is absolutely necessary.

I beg +o enclose herewith certificate 
for further payment to Etter and Pearson on their 
contract. The building has not progressed as 
quickly as I expected, but is now complete except 
for the flooring to be laid and painted. Etter 
and Pearson have asked for this further certificate 
to be forwarded. As stated in my letter of 
January 2nd when forwarding the first certificate 
for part payment, I do not know the contract price 
and am enclosing the forms in blank. 


In connection with the school building, 
no provision was made in the plans for a cuphoard 
of any kind. In the Okanagan Day School there is 
a cupboard off the school room in which to store 
books, stationery, brooms, etc., and it will be 
necessary to have some provision made. Etter and 
Pearson have quoted a price for conetructing a 
cupboard 7' wide by 6'6" high, complete with locks 
and painteng, for $49.00.

The 
reason I did this was that inexperienced persons would 
probably do much damage to the new floor. 


It was also necessury to heve a box or cupboard 
in the wood-shed in which to keep the storm windows and 
screens when not in use, the cost being $3.00. If these 
articlus are left in the wood-shed without protection, 
they would be damaged tmucn beyond the cost of tuis cup- 
board. 


As the building is near tne main road, I was 
asked to have screens put in front of the toilets, tue 
labour end material of this work was 913.45. 


It was necessary, in order to save the expense 
of sending out men end material, to do the work beiore 
the contractors left, and I took the responsibility of 
having the necessary extra work attended to, and I hope it 
will be approved.

I beg to attach hereto the attendance report 
of the Fort MoLeod Summer school. along with a report from 
the teacher, which I trust you will find satisfactory.

While on the subject of schools I wish to say 
that the total expenditure for school buildings both at Fort 
MoLeod and Fort Grahame this year amounted to approximately 
$120.00 out of the amount of $450.00 authorized by the 
Department. The new school at Fort MoLeod was not 
completed last spring in time to hold sohool in, so that 
the church was used. However, now it is ready, except for 
the roof, windows an? other material which will have to be 
shipped in and which will cost appro ximately $185.00 landed 
at the head of the waterways so that the Indians oan cet it. 
I would suggest that we allow the Indians sufficient gasoline 
to take the material down the river and lakes by boats and 
which should cost about $30.90 so that the $185.00 for 
material plus $30.09 for gasoline would be $215.00 and if 
agreeable to the Department I propose to make this purchase 
now of the money that is available and have it ready to go 
in first thing next May. This will make the total 
expenditure of $335.00 and the balance of $115.09 could be 
returned to the Treasury. Please advise me in this 
connection at your convenience.

I would respectfully refer you to your letter of October the 
19th. last, File No. 163-12-5 relative to the purchase of material 
to complete the Indian D School at Fort McLeod Indian Reserve. 

In November last Voucher No, 8276 was submitted from this office 

in favour of the Andersen Lumber Yard for the supplies in question, 
which with transportation charges from Prince George to Summit Lake 
amounted to $183-02 . There is, however, a charge of approximately 
$30-00 for gasoline and oil for the Indians t© take this material 
from Summit Lake down to Fort McLeod. This account however is not 
being submitted by me at this time as I deem it advisable not to 
buy goods of this nature until they are going to be delivered as 
there might be a difference in the price of gasoline and oil in the 
spring. I would, therefore, esteem it a favour if you would 
kindly give me the necessary authority to buy two barrels of 
gasolene and ten gallons of oil to be given to the Indians as soon 
as they come to Summit Lake early in May. The reason I am asking 
for this authority now, is so that no delay will occur after the 
Indians arrive at Summit Lake. You will please understand that 
owing to no means of communication between Summit Lake ani here 

it will not be possible for me to know when the Indians are coming 
until they actually arrive at Prince George, consequently I want to 
have evenything ready for them when they do come. 


While I am on the subject of the Schools at Fort McLeod and 
Fort Grahame I wish to advise that lir, Cormack will again be 
available to teach at McLeod but we will have to get a new one for 
Fort Grahame as Mr. ambert will not be able to come up there this 
year. T have had one or two applications for the position at 
Fort Grahame but owing to the lack of information given I had to 
return them to the apyesceate and ask that they give fuller 
information regarding themselves ani their qualifications, Before 
I submit the applications to the Department for approval I will have 
them agreed to by the local church authorities who are in charge of 
those missions, 


In the meantime would you be kind enough to advise me definitely 
\4f the salaries are going to be the same this year as last, ami if 
it will be possible for the Department to consider a small grat 
towards travelling expenses for these boys getting from Prince George 
to Forts McLeod and Grahame, As you know transportation costs 
lown the rivers and lakes is quite an expense and even a grant of 
$15-00 or $20-00 to each teacher would certainly help a lot. Please 
advise in this connection,

Reference is made to District School Inspector 
Davey's report covering his inspection of the Penticton 
Indian Day School which was forwarded to you under cover 
of my letter of May 9th, particularly that section dealing 
with the condition of the building and outhouses. 


Mr. Hett, in his letter of July 11th and enclosures 
attached, outlines the repairs necessary and the cost of 
same. You will note that general repairs are estimated 
to cost $453.60 and that Jack Hayes, contractor at Penticton, 
is prepared to supply all material and labour for this sum, 
and that interior and exterior painting will cost $711.20 
for material and labour. 


No specific provision was made in the Estimates for 
this work but according to Mr. Davey, with whom I have 
discussed the matter, the general repairs should be made 
this year and the painting could, if funds cannot be made 
available, be postponed until next year. I should appreciate 
being advised what funds can be made available for this 
school and if Mr. Hayes' tenders can be accepted. Apparently 
Mr. Hett has found it difficult to get anyone but Mr. Hayes 
interested in the work.

With reference to your letter of May 9th, 
file 10-11-5, and the District School Inspector's 
report, I enclose herewith an estimate of the cost 
of work that should be done on the Penticton Indian 
Day School this summer, 


Both the boys and girls! toilets are in very 
poor shepe and must be replaced, 


The chimney now in the school is in good 
condition but is right in the centre of the front 
wall of the school, which means the pipes have to run 
over the teacher's desk, and the stove is between the 
desk and the class, If it was moved back tothe wall 
it would take up too much of the blackboard espace and 
would not heat the other end of the classroom where the 
doors are situated, 


The chimney now required would be at the @ide 
of the school, near the back, and the stove would be 
behind the class. It would be less expensive to build 
a new chimney out of blocks (which are considered as 
good as bricke), than to take the brick chimney down 
and rebuild it. 


The other items, cupboards and shelves, et cetera 
are all necessary.

In reply to your letter No 121237/1 relative 
to the teacher at Port Essington Indian Day school,I_, 
teg to remind you that some time ago I suggested that a 
the grants for school teachers be paid through the Ine 
dian Agent instead of through the Church autho rities,in 
order that matters of the kind might be facilitated. 

The Department then thought that it 
appeared advisable to continue the arrangements already 
in vogue. 

It is not only at Port Essington that teachers 
have changed, but also at Port Simpson,Lak-kalzep, and 
Gitlakdemiks.It was in connection with the latter that 
the suggestion referred to was offered. I thought it 
would be easier to keep in touch with the changes made 
from time to time.Iin the case of Mise.Blamd the change 
was made by the Church authorities,and I did not know 
thet Miss Bland was in Port Essington until 1 received 
the report for the quarter. 

I understand the school was taught by Rev. 
Mr.Pierce during the first part of the quarter.Miss 
Tranter is on a years vacation,and is not likely to 
return to Port Essington.

; I hayp the hener te repert that when visiting Pert Essington 
fast month I feund that the Day Scheel had been clesed since the 
4th.ef May 1911,when Miss.Bland( enly taught two months — a geed 
teacher) left the scheel under instructions frem the Rev.T. rermier 
whe infermed her that they did net have the funds te keep her.! 
believe he expected the Missienary,the Rev.¥.4.Pierce te teach, 
but he refused,as he d1d@ net have time(ner is he qualified) 

The fermer teacher,Miss.%.Tranter,having taught the schoel 
fer twenty years er mere was granted a year's furlough with pay 
by the Ghurch autherities,but the Indians were wend that Rae 
weuld return as teacher at the end ef her furieugh. At-she- as — 
January,1912,Miss.Tranter was sent te Bella Bella Seheel. 

I feund the Essingten [Indians very mich aggrieved by this. 
They stated that the premises made that Miss.Tranter weuld return 
te their schoel after her heliday had been breken,and they 
requested that if the Church dees net epen the seheel, that the 
Department furnish them a teacher. 

I feund there were twenty-twe ghildren ef scheel age 
in the village that ha@ been heme all winter,and their parents 
are anxieus fer them te be at schoel. During 1910 and the first 
part ef 1911 a number ef the Eesingten Indians went up the Skeena 
Gutting weed,eto.fer the railway censtructien camps,but when the 
werk was finished near by they returned te the village. 

This scheel can be Kept epen ten menths and a half ef the 
year,and it is impertant that a suitable teacher be in charge. 

I talked this matter ever with Rev.4.H.Raley ef Pert 
Simpsen District ef the Methedist Churoh,and he assured me that 
they weuld have the schoel reepened very seon,neot later man 
April lat.

With further reference to the school, which, 
as previously stated in this report, has been for sometime 
without a teacher, the one formerly occupying that positiv 
having been transferred to Bella Bella, it would seen 
very important that the Department take this matter up 
with the Vethodist Church and, if possible, have some 
suitable person appointed to take charge of this school. 
There is a large number of children at Port Fesington, 
who should be given all possible opportunity to secure 


an education.

have been open for a week,I called on Miss Fanny Noble, the 
tescher who taught last term,under the direction of Rev.G. 
H.Raley,of the Methodist Church,who resides at Port Simpson. 
I war informed by Miss Noble that she was quite willing to 
teach,but that she had not been instructed to do so and 
was under the impression that her services were no longer 
required by the Church authorities. 

In view of the fact that Mise Noble is 
&@ succersful teacher,and has won the favor of the Church 
and Government officials;thinking also that Rev.Mr.Raley's 
ommission was an oversight,I asked Miss Noble to start 
school again on the following Monday (today).She gave me 
her esturance that she would do so. I am writing Rev.Mr.Raley 
today,explaining my position, There were a number of children 
of echool age in the village,and the parents were asking why the

I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter No.121237-1,of tle Ilth instant, 
concerning the report of Mr.Inspector Cairne on the 
poor attendance at the Port Sesington Indian Day School. 

In reply thereto I bee to say tha t the 
enrolment at this school is misleading. It is custom- 
ary for the teacher to retain on the register the names 
of enildren who ,whilst visiting Port #ssington with 
therr parents from other villages up the Skeena river 
sometimes attend school. 

The enrolment should be reduced to twenty 
for a basis of criticism. The teacher hes often made the 
remark that Indians cannot be expected to leave their 
chiléren alone when they are off to their camps to get 
food supplies. The perents have not the means wherewith 
to provide for their childrens keep whilst they are away. 
The boarding schools are full to overflowing,and many of 
the children could not enter a boarding school not being 
sufficiently healthy. 

Sometimes this school is not able to accomo- 
date the number of children,and the teacher aske for more 
desks, I am enclosing herewith a photograph taken of 
Mise Néble and her scholare,taken in Decenber ultimo.

Indians within the meaning of the Indian Act were taken off 
the Register by the teacher on inetructions of Mr. Indian 
Agent Collison. 

There is not sufficient seating accommodation for 
the Indian children and the extra 10 children now attending 
this school. In addition, the teacher is not able to teach 
all the children with succesS+ The standard of the work is 
thus falling and nothing that I can do will improve matters. 

I have therefore to recommend that the ten children 
at present attending this school who are not Indians ,and this 
includes the teacher's own little girl, be BXCLUDED FROM THE 
INDIAN DAY SCHOOL. I understand that they will be admitted 
to the local Provincial Day School, which is located within 
a few hundred yards. I also understand that it is the wish 
of the Provincial Inspector of Schools for this District that 
these children be sent to the Provincial School. 1 agree with

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him in every way. I would ask that definite instructions 

be sent to the Indian Agent, Mr. W. #. Collison, to instruct 
the teacher, Mrs. Pogson, to exclude all children who sare not 
Indians from the Port Essington Indian Day School. This will 
make the provision of new single desks less necessary and give 
the teacher a chance to pull up the general standard of the 
work in the Primary Grades.

As I am not anxious to recommend that a new teacher 
be appointed here at the present time, I have taken the only 
remaining course and recommended a reduction in the number of 
children to be taught. The children who attend the school 
while living on the Indian Reserve though not indians belong 
to two families. There are good reasons I understand why 
these particular families should be allowed to remain on the 
indian Reserve. The child of the teacher is falling back in 
her work and I consider she too should attend the Provincial 
School, and be taught by someone other than her mother. 


No doubt, the Department will wish for a full 
report on the matters mentioned above from the Indian Agent. 
I may say that these matters have been discussed with Mr. 
Indian Agent Collison on several occasions during the past 
two years, and I believe we are in complete agreement with 
regard to the necessity for the exclusion of the NON INDIAN 
CHILDREN in this case, without laying down any general rule 
which must be followed in all such cases.

Dear mgr 


I have been here since the beginning of the month 
but have only had school two days on account of measles epidem- 
ic, with new cases coming up all the time, but outside of that 
I have decided I cannot stay heree I wuld not live in the 
hospital, it is too large and barn-like for one person to stay 
in alone and the kitchen which I would have to use is horribly 
dirty and I would not begin to clean it. Dr. Large then cave 
me permission to stay in the nurses’ home and I went to work 
and fixed up two rooms and bought tove and linoleum for the 
floor and several other things and ed there a few nights 
but could not put up with it. There are drunken men ranging 
around this town and fighting every night and it is not safe 
for any woman to live alone. You will know I am not exaggerat— 
ing facts for I have lived alone before several times and am 
not nervous, but in view of the fact that terrible things have 
happened here I think the Department should be @pproached and 
&@ mounted policeman should be stationed here for a time and 
get the place cleaned up, for it is the Indians who drink and 
fight and some of the worst offenders live right next door to 
where I have to live. 


The measles will likely keep the school closed for

In this school he had twenty-one pupils from 
Grades 1 to V1ll inclusive. 


On May 29, 1933 Inspector Muller saw Mr. 
Severson's work in the same school with the same 
gredes. in general his report is along similar 
lines to the former one. He states the discipline 
is good and that the pupils are making average prog- 
ress, although some of them appear to be over graded. 


On October 10, 1923 Inspector lkuller saw Mr. 
Severson's work again at Tenhold School, District 
11060, He had fifteen pupils in Grades 1, 11, lV, 
V, Vlll, 1X and X. He reported that the pupils were 
making average progress. 


On September 11, 1955 in Dravland School 
District #947 Mr, Muller again inspected Mr. 
Severson's work. He had thirty pupils in Grades y 
to Vll inclusive. On the occasion of this visit 
while commenting on Mr, Severson's good personality 
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and the good organization of his work he critized 
ur. Severson's assignments as being not sufficiently 
definite and searching. He found that the pupils 
were interested, responded well and that the general 
tone and discipline of the school were good. 


On September 16, 1936 Mir. Severson's school 
was inspected by Inspector J... Fraser of Radville. 
There were twenty-nine pupils in Grades 1 to V11l 
inclusive. Mr, Fraser comments favorably on the 
organization of the work, the classroom management 
and the provision of purposeful seat work, He 
describes Mr. Severson as & conscientious teacher 
of a very good type who should give satisfactory 
service. 

I trust the above will be of assistance to 
you in appraising mr. Severson's qualities as a 
teacher in relation to the schools in your charge.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of Nov. 20th, giving 
us information as to how the salaries are made up for Mr. Vannatter and 
Mr. More. I confess that I am astonished to find that, contrary to the 
instructions provided on the back of the National Defence Form N.D.T.1, 
a deduction has been made in these cases for National Defence Tax. Section 
9 of the form which I have before me says: "Rate of tax in the case of a 
married person - 2 per cent if the income exceeds $1,200 per year". It is 
quite obvious that this is an old form and that it should be 5 per cent, but 
I note it says that the rate is applicable to the total income. 


Now of course it is ridiculous, if I may use the term concerning 
the action of such a distinguished body as the Treasury Branch, to assume 
that Mr. Vannatter gets $100 per month for twelve months or that his salary 
exceeds $1,200 per year. We cannot, of course, assume that your Department 
is going to pay Mr. Vannatter #100 e month for twelve months because you 
have assured us that it is only for nine months. Will you, therefore, try 
to discover from the Treasury Branch why they have assumed that Mr. Vannatter's 
total income exceeds $1,200 a year? It certainly does not, so far as your 
Department is concerned. 


The same thing applies to Mr. More. 


We shall be glad if you will get the Treasury Branch to rectify 
this error, which no doubt has got into a number of others. 


Every section of the instructions which I have read is to the 
effect that whilst all these taxes.are collected month by month, they are 
based on the yearly income and the monthly computation is simply on the 
basis of usual pructice of paying salaries in twelve monthly instalments, 
which is obviously not the case with your teachers. 


I should also be glad if you would find out how the salary of 
$96.81 is arrived at in the case of Mr. E. S. Martin of Skeena Crossing, 
B.C.

With regard to the National Defence Tax 
deduetion from each of these gentlemen I attach 
copy of form N.D.T.1, revised July, 1941. I have 
marked a paragraph on the reverse side of this 
form which shows that every employer must deduct 
National Defence Tax if the monthly salary rate 
is sueh that if continued for 18 months would 
cause the annual earnings of the employee to be 
in excess of the amount on which National Defence 
Tax is levied. 


A married employee, and this will, of 
course, apply to all Indian day school teachers, 
from whom National Defence Tax is deducted and 
whose actual earnings during the calendar year 
do not exceed $1200.00 has the privilege of 
applying for refund of the National Defence Tax 
which has been deducted from his salary. I 
enclose, for your information, a copy of 
Section 18 of the National Defence Tax which 
indicates the procedure such employee must adopt.

On April 8th I visited the Port Essington 
Provincial School in the company of Mr. Indian Agent 
Anfield and Inspector E. Hyndman of the Provincial 
Department of Education. 


There was 38 pupils on the roll, all of 
whom were of Indian or mixed origin. Of this number, 
there were 18 of Indian status, one of whom was absent 
due to illness. 


There was a very happy atmosphere in the 
classroom and the pupils appeared to be making excellent 
progress. Last year separate schools were in operation 
at this point and I was fortunate in being able to compare 
attendance records for this year with that of last and 
previous years. The improvement in this respect was most 
striking. In the corresponding week last year, the number 
of Indian pupils attending our school was 7 and on going 
back through the register to the 1944-45 academic year, I 
noted that for no quarter did the average attendance of our 
pupils reach 14 although as many as 22 had been enrolled. 
In ha * nhieameie year, the average attendance has been well 
over 90%. 


The attendance has so far exceeded our 


expectations and the Provincial authorities find it necessary 
to operate another room next year.

There is no water at the school. Drinking 
water is obtained at present from a neighbour. After 
my inspection of October 1, 1931, I recommended that 
the main water line be connected to the school by a 
1 inch pipe. This would require some 150 feet of 1 
inch pipe and the necessary taps and connections, 
and would be a great convenience to the teacher and 
pupils. The Indian Agent looked into this matter 
some time ago, but as far as I could learn nothing 
has been done in the matter.

Your letter of the 23rd ultimo to- 
gether with copies of correspondence as stated 
with reference to the proposed water supply 
at the Port Essington day school, is acknowledged. 


I have consulted with Mr. H.W. Harris 
who looks after the water supply system at Port 
Essington. Mr. Harris tells me that on occas- 
ions when extreme frost occurs they find it 
necessary to shut off the water supply in order 
to protect the system. For this reason this 
point must be brought out in any suggested 
water rental. 


The company will install at their 
expense, a 3/4" galvanized pipeline from their 
main to the school house, with one tap, at an 
annual rental service of $10.00, which I con- 
sider to be very reasonable and wuld suggest 
that the Indian Departmmt avail themselves of 
the offer. The water supply comes in a wood 
stave pipe 4 distance of some two miles through 
rocky muskeg country. The pipeline is only 
buried in places. The expense of covering the 
whole system has, I understand, not been con- 
sidered economically feasible. The company will 
cover the 3/4" pipeline if it is in soil. If 
over rock they cannot guarantee this. However, 
the Indian Department will receive the same 
service as any other water users from this 
system, and it is only on rare occasions I am 
told, that the water supply is shut off. 


I trust the above information will 
cover your requirements and will no doubt satisfy 
the department as to the reasonableness of the 
water company's offer of a water service.

The situation at Port Essington is as follows: 


The attendance requires a two room classroom, the 
old second classroom belonging to the school board was un- 
safe and has been destroyed. The Indian Day School building 
temporarily used by the school board as a second classroom is 
unsuitable to the needs of the board. It is slowly collapsing 
and is in poor physical condition. The board do not consider 
favourable any attempt to repair this building. They have 
therefore bought a new building which will become the second 
class room, at Port Essington. The attendance of this 
school of native children has been highly satisfactory and 
the entire experiment of co-education of white and native 
children is an accomplishment in co-operation. The board 
asked the assistance of the Department in providing new 
classroom and from every point of view, I have no hesitation 
in recommending that an outright grant of $1500 be made 
towards the capital cost of this new plan. If the school 
board were at this time to discontinue the present arrangement, 
we would be faced with an expenditure of at least a thousand 
dollars to repair and renovate the old Indian Day School 
which if my memory is correct, is over 40 years old. 


The Department's views on this of this assistance 
in this capital expenditure is requested.

Attached please find app’ication of the above- 
noted School Board for an outright grant of $1500.00 towards the 
purchase and furnishing of a second classroom at Pat Essington 
where we have 22 Indian pupils attending elementary school on a 
per capita basis in the school administered by the Prince Rupert 
District School Board. At present there are 27 pupils (white) 
attending the school, a total ;upilage of 49 children. 


During the first year that Indian children were 

acaccommodated in this per capita basisk we had approximately 17 
pupils attending. In the second year this number increased to the 
place where a second classroom was necessary. We placed the former 

Indian Day School, built in between the years 1909 and 1912 at 
their disposal. This building was in such condition that extensive 
repairs would be required to make it suitable for continued use, 
The Board also felt that they were not justified in putting prov- 
ineial tax-payers funds into a federally owned building on an Indian 
Reserve. They therefore negotiated for and purchased a building 
(formerly the R.C. Chapel and residence) adjacent to the one room 
white school and have made it into a second classroom, 


The Board asked for capital assistance towards the 
purchase and adoption of this building for school purposes on the 
grounds that they would have no need for the extra building if 
they were not educating out Indian children. 


Actually, we are getting off easy in this matter as 
the Board might have considered we should pay the whole cost of the 
second classroom. They have eonsistently co-operated in joint 
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& 
education for whites and Indians. 


T have therefore, no hesitation in recommending 
once more, an immediate grant of $1500.00 towards this building 
and your early advice will be appreciated. 


It might be said that if the grant is refused, we 
may be asked to discontinue the present arrangement, following 
which we would have to immediately construct a one room school and 
teacherage at Port Essington, the cost of which should not be 
less than that at Metlakatia. 


I would refer you to my correspondence in this 
application, under date of August 16/49.

, increased. The drop in the attendance for the quarters 
ending December 1935 and March 1936 is due to the fact 
that some ten children attending the school are not shown 
on the Roll of the school after September 1935.

The 10 children who can not be considered 

as Indians within the meaning of the Indian Act were 
taken off the Register by the teacher on instructions of 
Mr. Indian Agent Collison. 


There is not sufficient poe accommodation for the 
Indian children and the extra 10 children now attending 
this school. In addition the teacher is not able to 
teach all the children with success. The standard of 
the work is thus falling, and nothing that I can do will 
improve matters. 


I have therefore to recommend that the ten children at 
present attending this school who are not Indians, and 
Pree eee cludes the teacher's own little girl, be EXCLUDED 
FROM THE INDIAN DAY SCHOOL. I understand that they will 
be admitted to the local Provincial Day School which is 
located within a few hundred yards. I also understand 
that it is the wish of the Provincial Inspector of Schools 
for this District that these children be sent to the 
Provincial School, I agree with him in every way. 

I would ask that definite instructions be sent to the 
Indian Agent, Mr. W.E.Collison, to instruct the teacher 
Mrs, Pogson, to exclude all children who are not Indians 
from the Port Essington Indian Day School. This will 
make the provision of new single desks less necessary 
and give the teacher a chance to pull up the general 
standard of the work in the Primary Grades. 


General Remarks: 


There is little that I need add to the 
above. While the work of the Primary Grades is at present 
most unsatisfactory, it would be possible to greatly 
improve this if there were less children in the school, 
or if were younger and more efficient. 


As I am not anxious to recommend that a 
new teacher be appointed here at the present time, I have 
taken the only remaining course and recommended a reduction 
in the number of children to be taught. The children who 
attend the school while living on the Indian Reserve though 
not Indians belong to two families. There are good reasons 
I undersatand why these particular families should be 
allowed to remain on the Indian Reserve, The child of the 
teacher is falling back in her work and I consider she too 
should attend the Provincial School, and be taught by 

| someone other than her mother. 


| No doubt the Department will wish for a full 
report,on the matters mentioned above,from the Indian Agent. 
I may say that these matters have been discussed with 
Mr. Indian Agent Collison on several occasionasduring the

Mrs Pogson has 
had eight years experience in Provincial schools and séven 
years in Indian schools. 

In my last report I mentioned that the 
teacher had made a great effort to improve the standing of 
her school. During the past year I am sorry to say this 
improved standing has not been maintained. The teachers work 
with the Primary pupils in Grade 1A and Grade 1B is not in 
my opinion satisfactory. Some of the children were absent 
however and I am therefore not stressing the teacher's obvious 
weakness in the teaching of Beginners at the present time. 

One of the Grade 8 pupils seen on the 
occasion of my visit in May 1935 passed the High School 
Entrance Test in June 1935 with the minimum mark of 60% 

This boy is I understand doing good work in the Prince Rupert 
High School, 

Much more thorough teaching is necessary 
in the Intermediate and Senior Grades. The results of the 
Achievement Tests given during this last visit indicate that 
the teacher has neglected to make certain tnat the lessons, 
if properly taught, were understood. 

eee There is a very definite reason for 
the failure of the children during the past year. There are 
too many children forthis rather elderly teacher. Suggestions 
are made below to eliminate this difficulty. It will also be 
understood that I have done everything possible to help the 
teacher with regard to methods, Etc. She is however rather 
tocold to make much use of my "Demonstration and Type Lessons", 
Her knowledge of the Psychology of Teaching is in my opinion 
very limited, hence she does not get the best results, and 
her pupils suffer. Mrs Pogson is nearing the end of her 
teaching career, and I am afraid that it will not be very long 
before she forces me to ask the Department to make a change 
of teachers here. T think that a letter from the Department 
to this teacher stating ‘that her work has not been considered

Grade 2 read quite well 
the first half of Highroads Reader Book 2. The Grade 3 pupil 
read weli from Highroads Reader Book 3. Grade 5 read in 
a very satisfactory manner from Highroads Reader Book 5, but 
they are very weak in the meanings of the harder words. 
Grade 6 was absent and Grade 7 reads from Voice of Canada, 
Lady of the Lake, Etc. The reading of Grade 1 is very 
unsatisfactory while the remaining children present read well. 
Arithmetic: Grade 1B have only a very limited knowledge 
of the Combinations and Separations to 10. 
Grade 1A are supposed to be able to work the Combinations 
and Separations to 20 according to the statement of the 
teacher. The only child present had no idea of this work. 
Grade 2 can Add and Subtract with and without carrying and 
Borrowing. Grade 3 can work Short Multiplication and Short 
Division, and know the Multiplication Tables to times 12. 
Grade 5 know something of the work in Fractions and are 
starting Decimals, while Grade 7 is working the prescribed 
course. The actual work done by Grades 2, 3, and 5, in 
Arithmetic is a little below average, while rade 7 is well 
up to the average. In the All Canada Test:- 
Grade 3 made a Mid Score of 12.5 the Norm being 13.6 
Grade 5 made a Mid Score of 20.5 the Norm being 27.0 
Grade 7 made a Mid “core of 36.5 the Norm being 35.4 
The idea of SUBTRACTION is very weak throughout the school, 
Paper after paper showed that the children did not understand 
the usual signs used in Arithmetic, and particularly could 
not recognize or work questions involving the subtraction of 
numbers. This was of course pointed out to the pupils and 
a short lesson taught to remedy this failure as far as possible. 
Geography: The B.C.Geography for Juniors is used. More 
definite lessons are needed throughout the school. 
Pages from Canada's Story is used in Grade 5. 
This is very uneven, While some pupils can write 
quite well others are very poor in this, 
Very elementary work has been done, 
The Spelling in Grade 2 was "Poor" while that of 
the remainder of the school was "Good". The usual 
Buckingham Ayres Scale was used, Grades 2 & 3 being given 25 
words from Columns "I" & "J", while Grades 5 and 7 were given 
25 words from Colums "Q" & "R", The following were the results: 
Grade 2 made a Mid Score of 56% the Norm for June being 0% 
Grade 5 made a Mid Score of 100% the June Norm being 86% 
Grade 5 made a Mid Score of 90% the June Norm being only 70% 
Grade 7 made a Mid Score of 98% the June Norm being 90% 
Singing: While the teacher is not able to sing herself the 
children sang nicely with good tone, hymns, Etc. 
General School Work: The standard of achievement in the 
various school subjects in general was 
tested by the B.C,Achievemant Test for Juniors 1934 for Grades 
6 and 5 and by the B.C.Achievement Test 1933 for Grade 7. 
Grade 5 made a Mid Score of 8, the Norm and expected score 18.3 
Grade 5 made a Mid Score of 27.5 the Norm being 35.2 
Grade 7 made a Mid Score of 50.5 the Norm being 62.6 
The above results are low but fairly satisfactory. The great 
weakness of the school being the work of Grade 1. There has 
however been a very great falling off in the general achievement 
results since the last inspection, when the tested work of the 
pupils was "Very Satisfactory", 
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Report on Port Essington Indian Day Schools Page 3 


The average attendance at the school has slightly 
4ncreased. The drop in the attendance for the quarters 
ending December 1935 and March 1936 is due to the fact 
that some ten children attending the school are not show 
on the Roll of the school after September 1955. 
The average attendance has been as shown below:-

The real average attendance for the quarters ending 
December 1935-and March 1936 was some 10 greater than 
shown above.| The 10 children who can not be considered 

[as Indians within the meaning of the Indian Act were 

taken off the Register by the teacher on instructions of 
Mr. Indian Agent Collison. 


| There is not sufficient seating accommodation for the 
Indian children and the extra 10 children now attending 
this school. In addition the teacher is not able to 
}teach all the children with success. The standard of 
| the work is thus falling, and nothing that I can do will 
| improve matters. 
ly have therefore to recommend that the ten children at 
| present attending this school who are not Indians and 
| this includes the teacher's own little girl, be EXCLUDED 
| FROM THE INDIAN DAY SCHOOL. I understand that they will 
be admitted to the local Provincial Day School which is 
located within a few hundred yards. I also understand 
that it is the wish of the Provincial Inspector of Schools 
for this District that these children be sent to the 
Provincial School, I agree with him in every way. 
I would ask that definite instructions be sent to the 
Indian Agent, Mr. W.8,Collison, to instruct the teacher 
Mrs, Pogson, to exclude all children who are not Indians 
from the Port Essington Indian Yay School. This will 
f new single desks less necessary 
er a chance to pull up the general 
k in the Primary Grades. 


General Remarks: 


There is little that I need add to the 
above. While the work of the Primary Grades is at present 
most unsatisfactory, it would be possible to greatly 
improve this if there were less children in the school, 
or if the teacher were younger and more efficient. 


As I am not anxious to recommend that a 
new teacher be appointed here at the present time, I have 
taken the only remaining course and recommended a reduction 
in the number of children to be taught. The children who 
attend the school while living on the Indian Keserve though 
not Indians belong to two families. There are good reasons 
I undersatand why these particular families should be 
allowed to remain on the Indian Reserve. The child of the 
teacher is falling back in her work and I consider she too 
should attend the Provincial School, and be taught by 
someone other than her mother. 


No doubt the Department will wish for a full 
report,on the matters mentioned above,from the Indian Agent. 
I may say that these matters have been discussed with 
Mr. Indian Agent Collison on several occasions.during the 
past two years, and I believe we are in complete agreement 
with regard to the necessity for the exclusion of the NON 
INDIAN CHILDREN in this case wit, ing down any general

With reference to Mr. Inspector Thorstein- 
sson's report on Port Essington School relative to atten- 
dance, I would say that according to Mrs. Pogson, she had 
no difficulty in having the children attend school when 
they were at the village, but they move around considerably 
with their parents to logging camps and fishing grounds. 

I do not know of any steps that can be taken to remedy 

the matter, other than some scheme whereby one family would 
board another's children when the parents have to leave 

the Willage. I have suggested this many times in the var- 
ious villages, but some of the parties concerned who are 
well able to do this are not sufficiently interested to 
spend any money for the education of their children, and 
those who would be in a position to take children would not 
trust one of their own people with reference to payment.

It would appear that in view of the excellent 
opportunities offered the Indians for employment at 
various points nothing much can be done while this 
continues to keep them in their villages and thus ensure 
the attendance of the children at the school. However 
the enforcement of Sub. Sec. 2 of Section 4 of the Family 
Allewances Act should do much to remedy this situation.

“he explanation for this unsatisfactory attendance 13 
that the Teacher, who is @ mombor of the boarding school 
staff, has his time so fully occupied that he is unable 
to secure a proper attendance by visiting and becoming 
acquainted with the Indian parents and pupils. 

The Indians wish to have a teacher who shall 
devote his whole time to the day school, and as the De=- 
partment pays a@ salary it considers thag they shold have 
one. yr.

Replying to your letter No 1195 42/1, dated June 23rd,ultimy, 
in which you ask for a report upon existing school arrange- 
-ments,and a few suggestions as to the betterment of such. 

As you will judge from the reports of both tea- 
-cher and Agent from time to time,conditions are far from 
being satisfactory at the present time. 

For some time I was of opinion that if the mon- 
-ey now spent on the maintenance of Boarding Schools wese 
applied to the creation of efficiently equipped Indian 
Day schoots with a public school system and fully qualified 
teachers,the difficulty would be removed;but having thought 
the matter carefully over,and taken into consideration the 
nomadic habits of the people-their being at their home vil- 
-lage only about three monthe of the year-the impractica 
-ity of trying to effect an arrangement whereby the chil- 
«dren could follow up their studies in different schools 
as they moved from place to place with their parents in 
persuit of their occupations-- the non-enactment of com- 
-pulsory attendance regulations,being the pelicy of the 
Department te rely upon the suasion of ite officers,t 
«ers and missionaries,to overcome the apathy of the In 
e-- I have almost come to the conclusion that the idea of 
the Day school system is a psycological absurdit ey 

At the same time I am convinced that tt 
Home,Port Simpson,is an institution which stands fer very 
Little in view of the ameunt spent each year by the Depart - 
ement and the Methedist Church,fer its maintenance, Boys 
are allowed to go to their homes and te the canneries dure 
-ing the summer months,and as seon «48 the season is ever 


when the lade @h@uld return to the institutien,they are 
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censpicuous by their absence,and parents lay unfounded 
charges of harsh treatment, starving, veisiening etc, against 
the wrkers of the institution. 

The fact of the matter is that the Indians ha 
-ve been the subjects of superflueus fendling the lavish- 
-ment ef which,by ceaxing,effeminate handling with presents 
and seft speech,which geads rather than aids the Indian 
nature,and which the Indian dees net leek fer,the result of 
which is that the Indians have been made te feel that the 
white peeple are under some ferm of ebligatien te them, and 
they new manifest a decided indifference te the metheds ade 
-pted te educate them. 

The Indians have a great respect fer the law when 
they see it carried inte effect,and the success ef William 
Duncan among the new Alaskan Indians is a preef of this. 

At the varieus Ceuncil meetings ef the Indians I am 
asked te enforce the law,te make regulatiens and see that 
such are carried inte effect,whether in relatien te scheols 
er the Indian Act,er the By-laws eof the villages. 

I am in favor of a thereughly equipped Indian 
Day school,with up-te-date appliances,cempetent teachers 
with bearding arrangements;Cempulsery attendance fer eight 
menths ef the year,and four menths leave ef absence during 
the fishing seasen,. 

Under the present arrangements the yearly pay 
of teacher is given fer abeut three menths werk.I weuld 
appeint a fully qualified teacher at an extra hundred del- 
clare per #### eight menths,and give the teacher the epper- 
-tunity ef spending part ef the seasen with the pupils at 
the canneries net fer the purpese ef teaching them but fer 


the purpese ef being near them te learn their experiences. 


I weuld also suggest that the parents ef the 
pupile be expected by the Department te centribute tewards 
the keeping ef the pupil by paying fer their clething,and 
their fare te and frem the Canneries.Up te the present this 


has been dene by the Church,

Teuching Mr Dineens werk at Pert Simpsen,there is ne 
deubt but that he has tee much in hand at present te de 
justice te either the scheel er the Heme. 

He makes a splendid head ef the Institutien,and 
has the beys well in hand. They are smart and industrieus, 
and under his management weuld make ceed pregress. 

I weuld recemmend that the Department spend 

a little meney en painting,and in making the surreundings 
ef the institutien mere hemelike,er if this is the duty ef 
the Church advise the Church te see te it,empley a geed 
teacher as befere intimatec,i:sue a circular fer distribu- 
-tien ameng the Indian parents shewing hew essential is the 
educatien ef the children as they make physical pregress 
tewards the new cenditiens ef civilizatien as they spring 
up en every side,and alse the decisien ef the Department in 
the matter ef cempulsery attendance in the light ef the 
similar regulatiens under which it is incumbent upen white 
peeple te send their children te scheel.

in at Port Simpson on my way South from the Naas ,om 
the 5 th instant,I found that while there ere nearly 
I00 children of school age in the village,only two 
of them were at the school. 

On the 23rd September a telegrem reached me ¢ 
from the Rev G.H.Raley,as follows:< 

"School matters Port Simpson require your atten- 
-tion earliest date important " 

Being then about @@ start by steamer for the 
Naas,calling at Port Simpson on the way Werth,1 askedf 
the Captain of Mie steamer to wait @ Aftt#e while in 
order to an interview with Mr Raley. I met him,and 
talked the matter over.Mgr Raley was not prepared to 
give his opinion as to the reason of the poor attend 
-ance at the school,but appeared to suspect there mi 
be some personal feeling against the teacher,Mr Dine 

I asked Chief Dudoward,Chief Councillor why t 
people did not send their children to school,to whic 
he replied "The people will tell vou". 

I afterwards met Chief Henry Nelson,and p 
the came question to him.He replied "The teacher 
we have up here are no good. 

I called on Chief Kelly who,upon being qu 
=ioned,said:-Sometimes I send my children to schoo 
but they don't get on.Iask them when they come hom 
what they learn,and they not know what to tell me 


They don't bring home their boos. like white chil 


In several snenaltas I have heard the 
remark that the children are being killed in the 
Boy's and Girl's Homes, because through some here 


-ary taint they happen to Ute sometimes either 
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after their release from,the institutions. 

Fornsome time very unkind remarks have 
been made by the Indians about the association of the 
missionaries with the Church and Government for 
which a whiteman would have been incarcerated,but 
theae have #11 been tolerated by them because they 
came from the Indians,which so far 46 it goes is 
quite rifght. 

I may inform the Department that Mr Dineen, 
the present teacher has received another appoint- 
-ment in Manitoba,and leaves et an early dated feel 
sure that when he has gone the Indians will feel the 
loss of one who has conscientiously done his very 
vent for them,while the Boy's Home will lose one of 
the best Principals it has ever had, The fact that 
Mr Dineen is to be the Rev T.Ferrier's assistant at 
the Brandon Institute speaks for his integrity, mf 
worth «68 @ diciplinartan and good character.

The school was next conducted by hkr.Frank Moody,an ex- 
pupil of the Coqualeetza Institute at Chilliwack,B.C+,for a 
little over & months.When he left,Miss Bland took cherge whose 
term was very short. She was succeeded by Mr.L.N.Richardson 
who has now left after a term of about one year. kr.Richard- 
s0n has now left. No notice has been given of his intention 
to resign. 

As this school is the largest on the agency,there 
being about 150 children of school age in the vicinity of the 
school,it is thought that the Methodist Church authorities

Missionaries 
of the present day in British Columtia do not feel themselves 
celled upon to make the sacrifices which were necessary fifty 
years ago.

of living is high in the north,and teachers should rot Le 
to be competent masters of their profession and ut tie 
same time penurioure in their mode of living. 
The preset system is only playing at schools. The 
Port Simpson Indien Day school should have a fully qualified 
teacher,with a salary of at least $76.00 per month and a place 
of residence. Anything less than this will have a tencency to 
perpetuate a system which finés the school poorly & itended,and 
frequent changes of tescherse resulting in the impediment of 
the progress of education instead of the advancement looked for 
by tre Department.

I beg to inform you that the Metho- 
dist Church authorities have appointed a Mrs J.H.Young as 
teacher at the Port Simpson Indian Day echool,as suwcessor to 
Mr.L.M.Richardson who has left to take up a position as misesion- 
ary in the east. Mr.Young is a capable teacher,and has been a 
professor at the Columbian College at New Westminster in connecti’ 
with the commercial dapartment. He is a candidate for the Meth- 
odist ministry,and expects to be sent to a station at any time. 

It seems unfortunate that the frequent changes of 
teachers result in difference and variety of teaching system: 
making it hard for the Indian children to follow up their studies. 
One teacher has one way,and another another way,and this cannot 
but be detrimental to the interest of the pupils. 

Mr.Young has sent in a requisition for school mater- 
ial,which I am enclosing with this letter. Of this list,4+ would 
recommend tht the Department furnish the exercise books rulers, 
pen-nibse and chalk. As to the primers,arithmetics and scribblers, 
I have written to Mr.Young,and enclose herewith @ copy of my lete 
ter which will explain my reasons for not asking to have the 
last named articles forwarded to the Port Simpson school until 
an explanation be given as to the disposal of previous cons ign- 


ments.

Dear Sir,- 

Replying to your request of the 24th. instant, 
re a teacher for the Port Simpson day school, I have noted 
carefully its contents. The policy proposed in this letter 
is next to an absolute impossibility. There are three classes 
of teachers that are available for a school of this kind. If 
@ man is following the regular teaching profession and is 
absolutely no good as a teacher, you could get him to go to 
Port Simpson for $720.00. If he stands well in his 
profession he will simply laugh at you when you offer him that 
amount of money. fo secure his services you would have to 
pay from fifteen hundred to two thousand a year. The third 
Clase we have to draw from are men who have the missionary 
spirit and who are either probationers in our church or 
offering themselves as such. Mr. Richardson was a probationer 
in the Methodist church, and a graduate of Victoria University. 
He accepted of the position for a year to help us out of the 
difficulty we were in. I went eo far as to offer him what 
Was equal to at least a thousand dollars for his services 
another year, but he felt that the time had come when he 
should take up his regular work of preaching. This °. 
necessitated the securing of another man, whom I think holde 
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a similiar position in his relationship to the church. Upon 

this I am not quite positive, so I have written Mr. Raley 

this morning asking him for particulars. The Department will 

see from this the great difficulty in carrying out a policy 

such as is suggested in your letter. My own opinion is 

that the problem will not be solved until we have a plant 

for the boarding echool suitable to meet all the needs of 

@ place like PSrt Simpson, and in the meantime I trust that

estimates. The present building used for the Boys' Home 

is certainly © disgrace both to the Government and to the 

Methodist church.

Ga}; It is noticed that the Church i iably nomin- 
ates a person who is a theologi student,vwhore 
ambition is to enter the minietry. This teirng the 
case,the teacher is expected to undertake preach- 
ing and other duties,in preparation for which time 
is occupied which should be devoted to echool stud- 
ies,and in looking after pupils. Partichlarly at 
Port Simpson are these disacvantager noticed,as the 
local “Vissionary as Chairnan of the Simpson District 
of the Church travels considerably and his duties are 
undertaken by the resident teacher, 

The student's term as teacher is short- 
livedjand in addition to this he has to leave his 
school in the charge of a supply whenever he gors to 
Prince Rupert to sit for examinations, 

Vr.Hamilton,the present Teacher,has in- 
formed me that he finds the extra turden of work more 
than he should undertake,and agrees that his connece 
tion with Church duties is detrimental to the best 
interests of the school. 


It will have been noticed by the reports 
of this school from ti to time that there are over 
one hundred children of school age in the vicinity 
of the school, The average attendance throughout the 
present anc preceeding yeare has been very poor ine 
epite of the fact that the school is well equipped 
and in first-class condition, 

That some form of compulsory attendance at 
this school would be Lteneficial has Leen anticipeted 
by the Department an the sppointment of the Lomin-

1 have the honor to acknowledge receipt 
of your letter No.132906-I1,of the 22nd ultimo,which was 
erroneously addressed to Agent Fougner,of Bella Coola,am 
concerning the report of Inspector Cairne on his visit to 
the Port Simpson Indian Day School. In reply I beg to 
trmemit to you herewith for your perueal letters I have 
received from Dr.J.C.Spencer,clergyman in charge of the 
Port Simpson Methodist Church,and who hae the oversight of 
the school,and from Dominion Conetable Watkinson, the 
truant officer, 

From these letters it will be gathered that 
while the teachers are gifted ditipline is not good;and 
that the teachers seek to make the school inepector res- 
poneible for the lack of dicipline,which I feel sure is 
not the case. 

The school is opened at any hour of the 
day and closed at any hour.The building is frequently left 
open and school material and supplies are often missed. The 
echolare are frequently eeen running about in the village, 
while the teachers are wandering about by themselves in 
school houre instead of looking after the children. When 
the school bell ringse,which may be at any time,the Indian 
children take no notice and go into school whenever they 
feel inclined, The Department cannot empect me to stop 
thie kind of thing by having the truant officer fall into 
line with a system of this kind. As Kr.Watkinson states,

teachers should do their part by keeping strictly to 
the echool regulations laid down by the Department. 

I have spoken to the teachere about 
locking the school doors when leaving the premises, 
but they have taken no notice whutever of this.Mr. 
Watkineon hae complained to me of thie on several 
occasions. 

I would ale mention that for years it 
hae been the custom to have a teacher sent to Red Cliff 
oolachan fishing camp ,Mace River,to teach the children 
who go there from Port Simpson. This year,I went to 
Port Simpson to arrange with Mr.Racklyeft to go to 
Red Cliff,and later left Port Simpson with the under- 
standing that he would go. Mr.Racklyeft never went 
there ,however. Later he explained that as he took his 
advices concerning the school from Dr.Spencer,the local 
clergyman,he did not feel under any obligation to go 
with hie children to Red Cliff. Yet the Department con- 
tinued to pay his salary as teacher. 

Whilet writing on thie subject 1 would 
point out that there 16 no strained feeling between the 
teachers and myself. The teachers are pleasant people to 
meet,but there is absolutely no dicipline in echool or 
out of it. Something must be done to change this.

On my visit to the reserve in Decembey the 
local Indian council appointed two of the better educated 
Tndian councillors as a school Visiting Committe. on the 
occasion of this visit I found that this Committee had not 
visited the school or taken any interest in it at all. 

I noticed during my stay in Port simpson of four 
days that the school bell was being rung very irregularly. 
My attention Was called to the poor state of discipline by 
Dr. J, 0. Spencer, the resident Missionary, and also by 
Dominion Oonstable Watkinson, Truant Officer. 

I have asked the truant officer for a full report 
and list of truant pupils. One would feel more encouraged 
in the matter of prosecufing parents ani guardians if the 
children were being sent to a school where the teachers 
Were good disciplinarians, 

It is surprising to me that Dr. spencer does not 
appear to be informing Rev. T, Ferrier, superintendent of

state that Miss Gertrude Lawrence was 
appointed to take charge of the junior room 
of the Port Simpson Indian Day School, at a 
salary of $1000.00 per annum for ten teaching 
months, the @ pointment being subject to the 
Department's approval. Miss Lawrence is a 
capable teacher, having had previous experience 
in Indian schools, and holds seconéclass 
certificates for Ontario and Alberta. 


Through an oversight, the Department was 
not advised of Miss Kuth Young's resignation, 
and 1 hope the new appointment will be satisfac- 
tory. Miss Lawrence commences her duties on 
September 15th. 


It is regretted the Department is unable 
to authorize the appointment of another teacher 
for the second division of junior pupils. This 
class-room has been very much overcrowded and I 
am informed will be more so this winter. 


During the quarter ended March 3lst.there 
were 101 pupils in the whole school, of these 
72 belong to the junior room. From October 1929 
to February 1930 the average daily attendance in 
the jmnior room was 45 which is more than one 
teacher can manage with satisfactory results. 
” last winter the teacher was obliged to take 
half the pupils alternately, mornings and after- 
we noons. This arrangement brought several protests 
( from the parents of the children, however, until 
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another teacher can be provided to assist during 
the heaviest part of the winter term nothing further 
can be done.to relieve the present situation. I 
hope therefore, the Department will give this 
matter further consideration as it is most important 
that the Indian children should receive the full 
benefit of school teaching during the comparatively 
short time they are resident in the village. 


It may interest the Department to know that at 
the recent Vancouver Exhibition, pupils of the 
Port Simpson Indian Day School obtained lst, 2nd 
and rd prizes for penmanship- competing against 
all the other Indian schools in the Province. 
A number were also awarded prizes at the recent 
Prince Rupert Exhibition for general school work.

With further reference to your letter of June 
20th and in continuation of my 15/25462 of June 28th, I 
have the honor to make the following recommendations with 
regard to the appointment of teachers at Port Simpson and 


Kitselas. 


As teacher of the Senior Division at Port Simpson 
Indian Day School, I would recommend the appointment of Miss 
Ruth Levirs of 1413 Fernwood Avenue, Victoria. 


Miss Levirs is 21 years of age, was trained at 
the Victoria Normal School and holds a First Class (Interim) 
B.C. Teacher's Certificate. She has also had 2% years 
education at the Victoria College University of British 
Columbia. Miss Levirs is a regular attendant at the First 
United Church, Victoria, where she has taught in the Sunday 
Sehool for the past six years. Her fether, who was a member 
of the Military Foot Police, is dead, and her mother has only 
a small pension from the Soldiers' Civil Reestablishment 
Board. This girl is in my opinion very well qualified in 
every way for work in an Indian School. She is very fond of 
little children, and these little people love her and wish to 
help her whenever there is an opportunity to do 80. The 
Reverend Mr. V. Sansum, Missionary at Port Simpson, particular- 
ly desires Miss Levirs' apvointment in the school there. I 
have, of course, interviewed Miss Levirs, who is now taking 
Special Courses in Primary Work and Indian Work at the Provin- 
cial Summer ‘chool. I may add that Dr. Wilson,of the First 
United Church, has written to me strongly recommending the 
appointment of Miss Levirs in an Indian School. 


As teacher in the Junior Division of the Port 
Simpson Indian Day School, I would recommend the appointment 
of Miss Florence lL. Perry, 1558 Pembroke St., Victoria, who 
is 18 years of age and has just completed her professional 
training at the Victoria Normal School, as a result of which 
she is being granted a Second Class (Interim) Teacher's Certifi- 
cate for British Columbia. Miss Perry is a member of the 
United Church of Canada, and attends the Belmont Street Church, 
where she has taken a very active part in the C.G.I.T. move~ 
4 eee has taught for the past two years in the Sunday 
Schoole 


I have both interviewed Miss Perry and have inquired 
into her record while a student of the Normal School. I con- 
sider this girl's attitude towards her teaching work to be 
very good indeed. She is now taking Special Courses in 
Primary subjects and in the Indian Work at the Provincial 
Summer School for teachers. I have therefore an opportunity

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of observing her wrk daily, and feel quite confident in 
recommending her appointment as teacher of the Junior Room 
at Port Simpson. 


I may add that Miss Perry is the daughter of our 
Assistant Commissioner for Indian Affairs, has @ number of 
friends in Port Simpson, and is very highly recommemied for 
the above appointment by the Reverend James Hood, of the 
Belmont Street United Church, Victoria. 


As teacher of the Indian Day Sehool at Kitselas 
the position left vacant through the death of Mr. MaeKinnon, 
I would recommend the appointment of Mr. Percy H. Gladstone, 
1080 Broughton St., Vancouver. Mr. Gladstone, as you know, 
4g an Indian boy of 21 years of age, who has just comple ted 
his training at the Vancouver Normal School whieh entitles 
him to a Secom Class (Interim) Teacher's Certificate for 
British Columbia, though this certificate may be changed to 
a First Class in September if Mr. Gladstone is successful in 
a supplementary examination which he hopes to write then. 


I have inquired very carefully into the record of 
this boy during the period while he was & student at Coqualeetza 
Residential School and the Provincial Normal Schoole As & 
result, I consider that Mr. Gladstone should be appointed on 
probation in the first instance. I shall be visiting the 
Kitselas Indian Day Sehool during the latter part of September 
or early in October, and shall take extra care in inguiring 
into Mr. Gladstone's me thods and success with the children of 
that village. 


It may also ve mentioned that Mr. Gladstone is 
highly recommended for appointment in an Indian School by Rev- 
erend G. H. Raley and officials of the United Church of Canada. 


May I ask you to Jet me know at the earliest 
possible moment whether or no these recommendations are ap proved 
of by your Church. I am taking it for granted that you will 
make the necessary recommendations to the Department of Indien 
Affairs in Ottawa, and that these candidates will be informed 
of their appointments directly by the Department. A copy of 
this letter is attached, in order that you may forward it wit’

I have just arrived back in the office after 
six weeks in Western Canada and wish to thank you for your tele- 
gram addressed to me at Calgary and for your letter, dated May

fied, however, with the rate of salary which is allowed Miss 
Patterson. It seems strange thet the Department should suggest 
the same salary for her, with her years of experience and her 
superior educational qualifications, as is being given to the 
Junior Teacher in the same school, who is under twenty years of 
age, has only a High School training, with Normal School certi- 
ficate, and had no experience whatever when she went to Port 
Simpson, I sincerely hope that this rate may be revised s0 
that Miss Patterson will be at least in receipt of $100.00 a 
month, less 10 per cent. 


I should like to remind you that Miss Patterson's

Agent Gillett informs me that Mrs. Thomas Colewell, wife of the lo- 
cal United Church Minister has been nominated by that Church to 


replace Mr. Bunt and, that this lady took Charge of this school 
on March 2nd agreeing to continue as teacher until the end of 


June 1942, 


The following paragraph is quoted from Mr. Gillettts 
letter: 


"Kindly advise the number of days sick leave allowed to a w 
"teacher. Mr. Bunt became ill on January 26th and has notr 
"taught school since. Rev. Colewell substituted for him wn 
"at his request for two weeks to February 6th. " 


With regard to the above quoted Paragraph it is under- 
Stood by Inspector Barry and myself, that the number of days 
Sick leave allowed to @ teacher would obviously vary in each par- 
ticular case, 


From Mr. Gillett'ts statement it would appear that 
Mr. Bunt made some private arrangement with Reverend T. Colewell 
to take charge of Division l Port Simpson School for two weeks 
between January 26th ani February 6th, and any compensation 
allowed to Mr. Colewell should, in our Opinion, be peid by 
Mr. Me. R. Bunt.

I have had Merlin Bunt, 
former principal of the Indian Dey School at 
Port Simpson, under my care for the last seven 
weeks, four of which were spent in the hospital 
under active treatment. 

The last week of January, 
being in a weakened condition, he took a very 
severe attack of Influenza with extreme prostration. 
This was followed by an attack of Septic Sore Throat 
and Broncho=pneumonia. Following & prolonged re- 
covery he is much improved but not by any means 
in robust health. His course of disease reduced 
his weight by nearly twenty pounds and in every 
way took a good deal of vitality from him. 

I have urged him to do nothing 
put recuperate for at least three months for I 
feel that at least this long is required for him 
to regain his former health. 

It is on my advice that he 
has resigned his school position and I feel that 
any form of demanding work would be injurious for 
the next few months.

I have a further letter from Mr, Bunt to say 
that his son Merlin will not be in a fit state of health to 
return to Port Simpson, and consequently we are asking that 
Mrs. Colwell continue to act as supply teacher until the end 
of the school year, which I presume is June 30th. 


There ought to be no difficulty about filling 
this position when the time comes, I do, however, want to say, 
as I told you in Ottawa, that it is most difficult for the 
teachers to carry on when they have not only to teach the 
school and do all the work incidental thereto, but also to be 
responsible for attendance. I know perfectly well that legally 
they are not supposed to bother whether there is any attendance 
or not, but, unless they go to 4 great deal of trouble and have 
some concern about it, the attendance falls off. I wonder 
whether Mr, Gillett might be able to bring some pressure to bear 
on these people to send their children to school regularly, I 
presume he lives in Prince Rupert. I know of no man in the 
agency service who is more anxious to see progress made in 
education than Mr, Gillett, and consequently you will understand 
that, whilst I am asking that it be Sugeested that he bring some 
pressure to bear, it is by no means a criticism of his work in 
the past.

The reason for only three pupils being present on the day 
of the inspector's visit was that the children had ,one with 
their mothers to gather sea-weed. lire. Pogson, the teacher, 
stated that they were likely to be away for three or four days. 


The attendance at this school had never been satisfactory. 
I brought this matter to the attention of the parents at a public 
meeting in January. It appears that the people of the village 
take their children with them to the logging-camps and other 
places of industry. The numer that should attend at this shool 
is twenty-four. Averages for the various months have been 48 
follows: 
October - 7.5 March - 9.06 
Novemer 18.17 April - 16.18 
December 20.03 May 1.4 
Jenuary 10.57 June - not yet received. 
Feoruary 10.87 
The children attend regularly, however, when they are in the 
village. 


With reference to the school walls and ceiling, I doubt if 
cleaning alone would improve the situation. I would recommend that 
bts be painted. I will ascertain the approximate cost and report 

ter.
